














THE KAISER AND THE POPE 


THEY HAVE A PRIVATE TALK 
AT THE VATICAN. 

THE EMPEROR RECEIVED WITH GREAT 

POMP—A STATE LUNCHEON AT THE 


PRUSSIAN LEGATION. 

Rog, Oct. 12:—Early this morning Em- 
peror William, accompanied by Gen. Driquot, 
commander of the Eighth Italian Army Corps, 
visited Camp Centacelle, where @ military re- 
view will be held to-morrow. He returned to 
the Quirinal, where he received King Humbert. 
The Empervur took luncheon with Herr von 
Schloezer, the Prussian representative to the 
Vatican, sitting between Cardinal Rampollaand 
Cardinal Hohenlohe. A tablet which had been 
erected in the legation in memory of the occa- 
s10n was unveiled. Cardinal Rampolla toasted 
Emperor William, who responded by proposing 
the health of the Pope. Afterward the Emperor 
drove to the Vatican. The route was lined with 
troops and decorated with flags. Numerous de- 


Vices were dispiayed, bearing the words “ Viva 
Rowa [ntang'hile” and similar inscriptions, At 
the Castle of San Angelo, where the Citta Leo- 
nina begins, there was displayed in immense 
letters, the following: ** Welcome, Emperor of 
Germany, august guest of our King in Rome, the 
unassailable capital of Italy.’’ Needless pre- 
cautions had been taker to prevent an Ex- 
tremist demonstration while the visitors were 
passing the Borgo district. The inhabitants 
évinced only patrietic sentiments. 

At the Vatican Prince Raspoli received the 
Emperor and conducted him to the Pope’s cham- 
bers. Two companies of Palatine Guards were 
stationed at the entrance orf thehall. The Pope, 
surrounded by his court, received the Emperor, 
who bent his knee to the Pope, whereupon the 
Pope invited the Emperor to a seat beside the 
throve. The suites having been presented, his 
Holiness arose and led the way to the Salla 
Gialla, where he had a private interview, last- 
ing 23 minutes, with the Emperor. On return- 
ing # procession was formed and the museums 
were visited. Emperor William waiked beside 
Cardinal Rampollau, next came Prince Henry 
and Cardinal Sinistri. The Paiatine Guard and 
the dignitaries of the Pontifical Court followed. 
After leaving the museums the party inspected 
St. Peter’s. Thence the visitors returned to the 
Quirinal. 

the Pope received Emperor William in the 
yelluw saion, which was decorated with gifts 
from German sovereigns to Pontiffs from the 
time of King Barparossa. When the Emperor 
retired Prince Henry was admitted to the audi- 
ence chamber, remaining 10 minutes with the 
Pope. During the return to the Quirinal there 
Was another popular demonstration, the crowd 
breaking into voeiferous cheers near the palace. 
The Emperor’s party met Queen Margaret going 
onadrive. The Queen and Emperor bowed to 
each other and exchanged afew werds. The 
Weather continues splendid. Perfect order 1s 
maintained and business is almost suspended. 

At 9:30 A, M, Count Herbert Bismarck visited 

the Foreign Office, where he had an interview 
of ene hour with Premier Crispi in regard to 
questions in which Ltaly is specially interested. 
It is stated that there is perfect accord between 
the views of the two statesmen. ~ Soon after the 
visit -to the Vatican Emperor William sent a 
message requesting Signor Crispi to come to the 
Quirinat for an important interview. At the 
conclusion of the interview the Emperor with 
his own hand decerated Signor Crispi with the 
Grand Cerdon of ths Order of the Black Eagle, 
saying, “Nobody has deserved: it. more than 
you.’ 
At the state banquet at the Quirinal this even- 
ing there were 160 guests. mperor William 
sat between King Humbert and Queen Margaret. 
Prince Henry sat on the Queen’sright. King 
Humbert in a toast said: “It is with deep 
pleasure and fervent gratitude that I here salute 
in the royal residence in the capital of Italy the 
Emperor-King, William Il. of Germany. The 
presence in Rome of the head of a great 
nation and glorious dynasty,’ with which I 
am connected by ancient “and steadfast 
friendship, is a fresb piedge that the alliance 
Detween us will conduce to the peace 
of Europe and the welfare of our peoples, I 
drink to the health of my august guest. His 
virtues give me confidence that it will please 
Ged to vouchsafe Bim a long and glorious reign. 
I drink to the health of the Empress Queen and 
of the German Army, that bulwark of Ger- 
many’s glory.” 

Tbe Emperor William replied in German, say- 
ing: “From the bottom of my heart I thank 
your Majesty for the warm words you have’ud- 
dressed to me. * Your allusion to the alliance 
which we have inherited from our fathers finds 
in me a strong echo. Our countries, guided by 

reat severeigns, wor their unity by the sword. 
fhe analogy between our histories implies a 
perpetual agreement between our peoples, for 
the maintenance of that unity is the surest 
guarantee of peace. Our relations have found 
their most appropriate expression in the mag- 
niticent reception which Rome has aceorded me. 
Idrink to the health of your Majesty, of the 
Queen, and of the valiant [talian army.” 

The Vpinion says it does not regret the visit 
ofEmperor William to the Vatican as it will 
prove the sincerity with which Italy has ad- 
hered to the promises of Victor Emmanuel that 
the Pope should receive King Humbert’s guests 
With sovereign pomp as tne religious head, in 
virtue of the law of guarantees. The news- 
paper, the Italian Army, extends a warm 
greeting to the Emperor on behalf of the army. 

Premier Crispi telegraphed to Prince Bis- 
marck as follows: “ In the midst of the enthu- 
Biasm with which your august sovereign, the 
friend of our King, the head of a nation al- 
lied to our country, has been reesived my 
deeply-moved thoughts address themselves to 
your Highness. I would that the echo of the 
plaudits that resound in Rome could reach 
and teil you bew much the italian people 
love Germany and appreciate the friendship 
of a ration which, aided by. yeur coun- 
sels, has become so great and glorious. 
pur union ever be thus  cerdial 
intimate for ths glory of the twee 
dynasties, the welfare of their peoples, and 
the peave of Europe.” Prince Bismarck: replied: 
“TI thank you with all my heart for having 
thought of me atthe time when your Excel- 
lency is present at the meeting of our sover- 
eicns. Your solemn expression of the cerdial 
friendship between the two nations, and con- 
sciousness of having labored to consolidate that 
mutual friendship, constitute a connecting link 
very dear te my heart between the brilliant 
festivities in Rome and this lonely dwelling, 
which your Excellency did me the courtesy to 
visit two months since.”

RoMk, Oct. 12.—The halls of the Vatican 
were bustling with animation to-day when at 
1:30 the German Emperor arrived, accompanied 
by his brother, Prince Henry of Prussia; Count 
Herbert Bismarck, and Minister von Schloezer, 
the Prussian representative at the Vatican, and 
a few others of his suite. The members of the 
Pontifical Court had been summoned to be in 
attendance at 1 o’clock, and at that hour pre- 
cisely Mgr. della Volpe appeared and opened 
the anti-camera. Shortly after Mgr. Macehi, 
the Pope’s major-domo, came in. He was fol- 
lowed by Mer. Siniatri, the master of the Pontif- 
ieal ceremonies; Mgr. Pitferi, Bishop of Por- 
phireopn and Rector of the, Vatican par- 
Ieh, and Mgr. Cassetta, the Archbishop 
of Nicomedy and private almoner of the 
Pope. The private chamberlain of service, 
Myzr.g@Marini, was accompanied by the cham 
beriain of Honor, who had been invited to the 
reception. The lay court was represented by 
Prinee Don Francis Ruspoli, Marquis Sacehetti, 
Marquis Serlapi, and Prince Altieri, all dressed 
in the handsome uniferm of Spanish Knights. 
There were also present ths Counf de Courten, 
Colonel of the Papal Swise Guards; Marquis 
Lavaggi of the Palatine Guard, and other dig- 
nitaries of the Pontifical, ecclesiastical, and 
lay courts, 

The carriages of the German Emperor, brought 
expressly from Berlin for this oecasion, ap- 

seared On the groat plaza of St. Peter’s at 1:15. 

ur. Macchi, with half of the members ef the 
Papal Court, proceeded down the great stair- 
case to the St. Damascus courtyard to meet hiw. 
Mgr. della Volpe, with the others, remained in 
the Clementine Hall, the Chamberlain of Serv- 
ice alone staying in the antechamber te notify 
the Pope when the Ewperor reached the 
Pontiff's private apartments. It was just 1:30 
when the Emperor entered the Papal rooms, 
where he received the salute of the Pontifical 
Court and soldiery. His Holiness had mean- 
while come as far as the Throne Hall, and there 
he met the Emperor and kissed him with fa- 
therly love. Both entered the first reeevtien 
room and the doors were closed behind them. 
The Emperor’s suite during the interview were 
entertained by the Papal Court in the 
antechamber, general introductions being 
made by Minister von Schloezer and Mer. 
Maceizi, The conversation between his 
Holiness and Emperor William was private. 
The Pepe rang the bell at the conclusion of the 
avdience and soon was chatting with the Em- 
errs friends, having the kindest of words far 

After the 
audience the Emperor, escorted by Cardinal 
Rampella and the embers of the Papal Vourt, 
visited the museums of the Vatican and ex- 
pressed pleasure at the sights preserted. When 
he was about to depart the members of the Papal 
Court formed in line and eseorted him to the 
carriages at the St. Damascus courtyard.

MACKENZIE AND HIS RIVALS. 
AN ATTEMPT MADE TO ENTRAP THE 
ENGLISH DOCTOR. 

LONDON, Oct. 12.—Dr. Mackenzie, in his 
book on the case of the late Emperor Frederick, 
states that after the Emperor's death an at- 
tempt was made to entrap him into a falsé po- 
sition, and 1t was therefore settled that no poat- 
mortem examination should be made, Dr. Mac- 
kenzie was urged to write his opinion as to the 
nature of the disease, doubtlessin the hope that, 
thinking himself safe from exposure, he would 
answer ambiguously, but he disconcerted his 
enemies by declaring the disease cancer of the 
larynx. He contends that the operation of 
thyrotomy in cases of cancer is of a deadly 
character, the mortality amounting to 91 per 


cent. Healso contends that in a majority of 
cases it 1s inadequate for a complete removal 
of the growth, the average recurrences amount- 
ing almost to 90 per cent. The voice is de- 
stroyed or modified in 77.77 par cent. of the 
whole number of cases. Dr. Mackenzie holds 
that in a case of such transcendant importance 
such an operation would not have been justitied 
without the clearest proof of its neoeasity, 
which, he declares, was not forthcoming until a 
late period of the Emperor's illness. 

Dr. Gerharat’s testimony is held by Dr. Mac- 
kenzie to be that ef a discredited rival,.and he 
dismisses the evidence of Dr. Landgraf on the 
ground of his lack of skill in the use cf the 
laryngoscope, which was so marked that the 
Emperor was with difficulty prevented from 
diswissing bim. Dr. Mackenzie similarly ob- 
jects to Dr. Bramann’s evidence, and advances 
the testimony of experts like Drs. Krause, Wolf- 
enden, and Hoveli in rebuttal. He condemns 
Dr. Gerhardt’s ruthless cauterization for many 
consecutive days as utterly unexampled and as 
likely to irritate the disease, if benign, into a 
malignant form. Dr. Mackenzie states that in 
22 cases of thyrotomy for cancer 2 were suc- 
cessful. In 35 cases of partial excision of the 
larynx 1 was successful, and of 131 cases of 
total extirpation 8 were successful. 

Dr. Maekenzie admits that the published fore- 
cast of the contents of his book is accurate, and 
says that he is not aware how the matter was 
disclosed. He is much angered at the premature 
publication. 

Sampson, Low & Co. write: ‘‘Not a single 
copy of proof sheet has been supplied to any- 
body except Dr. Mackeuzie and the foreign pub- 
lishers, e, equally with Dr. Mackenzie, are 
surprised and annoyed. What has appeared 
cannot be regarded as a review, but only as an 
attempt by a well-known medical journai to ob- 
tain a reputation by an exceedingly sharp prac- 
tice. The scripts given do not appear in Dr. 
Mackenzie’s book, one of them having been 
suppressed by the author at the request of a 
high authority.”

Goulding deposed at the in- 
quest that Mr. Mandeville had been ill-treated 
by himself and the other warders, under orders 
of the Governor of the jail. Goulding was ad- 
mitted to bail. 

James Dunne, aged 80 years, whe was evicted 
from Capt. Singleton’s estate at Lousen, Ire- 


land, died on Thursday in a barn to which his 
friends had removed him. Dunn had been 
ejected from his hvuse and placed in the road.

THE MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 12.—The registra- 
tien of students for the Michigan State Univer- 
sity closed at Ann Arboryesterday. The figures 
show a gain over those at the same date last 
year, when there were 1,481, students enrolled. 
This year there are 1,649 scdttered through the 
different departments as follows: Literary de- 
partment, 705; medical, 358; law, 329; phar- 
macy,106; dental, 101; homeopathic, 70. These 
tigures show a gain ia every department except 
the dental, whieh is the same when compared 
with the corresponding day of last year. Last 
yoar 227 students entered after Oct. 10 in the 
different departments. Should the humber be 
the same this year, and there is reason to be- 
lieve that 1t will be even larger, it will give the 
University of Michigan a total ef 1,876 students, 
a number far ahead of any other American col- 
lege during Jjast year. The Freshman Literary 
Class is the largest in the history of the univer- 
sity, numbering 356 on President Angell’s regis- 
ter, against 311 last year at the same date.

THE STRIKE NEARLY OVER 


WEST SIDE HANDS TO RE- 
TURN TO WORK. 

AND PRESIDENT YERKES WILL AT ONCE 
TREAT WITH THE NORTH SIDE MEN 
—ALL QUIET YESTERDAY. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 12. — Residents of the 
west side held a mass meeting last night 
and appointed a committee to do some- 
thing to stop the strike, which has not 
only been causing a vast amount of inconven- 
ience, but has also seriously eut into trade. 
The committee as a rule were bitterly opposed 
to President Yerkes, but they called upon Mayor 
Roche this morning to offer their services in se- 
curing peace. The Mayor explained that Mr. 
Yerkes was unwilling to treat with the out- 
siders who have taken a lead among the strikers, 
naming particularly Messrs. Coyne, Schelil- 
ing, Goodwin, and Detwiler, and that he would 
not agree to a compromise involving the dis- 
charge of such new men as he had secured to 
take strikers’ places. Away went the commit- 
tee tosee the strikers’. Executive Board, and 
soon returned with.the news that the men had 
agreed to allow the new men to be retained by 
the company provided a settlement could be 
reached. The Executive Boards had also prom- 
ised tocome to the Mayor's office at 3 e’clock 
this afternoon. They kept their word and ar- 


rived on time, Mr. Yerkes arriving a little later 
an@ creating something of a stir by one of his 
tirst remarks. ‘I don’t propose to talk to 
my men in town a meeting,” he said, as his eyes 
rested upon the citizens’ committee, which was 
present in full force, 

“That is a direot insult to this committee, 
Sir,” exclaimed Judge Berry, one of its mem- 
bers, jumping to his feet. 

“You misconstrued what I said,’ answered 
the railroad President, “but Icapnot discuss 
this question while any outsiders are with the 
strikers.”” Thereupon the committee retired, 
leaving the Mayor, Mr. Yerkes, and the strikers’ 
representatives to themselves. Without delay 
the men submitted a proposition calling for a 
scale of pay of 21 cents an hour for men on 
horse cars, 23 cents on “trailers,” and 25 cents 
on grip cars, the new men to be retained, but to 
be put at the bottom of the service list. In 
other words, they asked that the north side men 
be paid as high as the west siders for similar 
work. Mr. Yerkes’s position was that when the 
west siders returned to work he would be ready 
to arrange matters withthe uorth side men. 
He asked the west siders their reason for 
striking, and was told that they had gone out 
because they feared a reduction in wages. 
*“ You need not tear that,” said the President. 
“Twill give a bond that your scales shajl not 
be lowered for the next five years. If you ac- 
cept this proposition and go back to work to- 
morrow morning I will meet the north side 
men at 11 o’clock in the morning.” He also 
agreed to have a proposition ready to submit to 
them atthathour. §& 

‘There was very little lawlessness to-day and 
the crowds seemed to lave lost their ex rgy. 
More cars were run by the company aud the 
police had less todo. Bwyt this state of things 
was due simply to the weather. “a to to-day 
the strikers have had pleasant weather and the 
public managed to get along with the wagons 
which were used as conveyances, but this 
morning was dark and cold, and by noon & 
chilly rain began to fall. It effectually damp- 
ened the ardor of the crowds, for it seems to be 
ditticult to riet in a soaking drizzle. It also 
mutiplied the patronage of the roads, for 
cars which went almost empty early were 
crowded on their late trips. On the perth 
side cars were run on the State-street, Sedg- 
wick-street, and Garfield-avenue lines, seven be- 
ing used on each, They carried a amaller guard 
of police, but the officers had little todo, and 
only a few obstructions had to be removed from 
the tracks. Three or four of the new men, how- 
ever, were found by strikers in a saloon and 
brutally beaten. On the west side the police re- 
fused to allow passenger conveyances to use 
Madison-street, and kept the neighborhoods of 
the late riots fairly clear of idlers. Half a dozen 
cars were kep 
line, under the protection of a force of police, 
headed by Capt. Aldrich. Barring.a little stone- 
throwing and a great deal of jeeriffg and verbal 
— of the drivers the trips were without inci- 
ent. 

Police Captain Schaack has examined the 
little bombs found on the Sedgwick-street 
tracks and in the pockets of Julius Kaeseberg 
yesterday and pronounces their contents to be 
dynamite. One of them would be sufficient to 
blow up a@ oar, he says, and three or feur to- 
gether would be as powerful as any of the 
bembs of Haymarket days. He has a suspicion 
that the prisoner bad confederates, and a strong 
force of detectives is working up the Gase. 
Kaeseberg is held in $10,000 bonds, although 
he is not formally booked at thea police station. 
8e far he has refused to talk about. his arrest. 

President Yerkes to-day issued a circular set- 
ting forth that heis ready to treat with the 
north side men at any time, that he objects to 
the interference of Socialistic outsiders, that 
before any such cenference is held the west 
siders must return to work, that the north side 
company is ready to operate as many cars as 
the city authorities can protect, and that in no 
event will the new men be discharged. 

Thomas H. Nicholson, an agent, was arrested 
to-night charged with manufacturing the dyna* 
mite captured yesterday. The Eastern strike 
is likely to be postponed to Monday evening if 
no settlement of the trouble here is reached. 
Master Workman Magee of District No, 226 is 
expected to arrive here in the morning to inves- 
tigate the doings in Chicago. A fight oc- 
curred between strikers and new men on the 
nerth side to-night and Joseph Youngblood, a 
striker, had his head laid open by a hatchet, 
while two new men were badly beaten. 

At 12:30 the west side strikers announced 
that they would return to work in the morning, 
pending a settlement of the north side troubles. 


PitrsBURG, Oct. 12.—Telegram after tel- 
egram was received at Knights of Labor head- 
quarters in this city concerning the strike 
to-day from Chicago. It was learned that 
they came from Master Workman Rov Schil- 
ling in Chisago. . These telegrams bear out the 
rumors that the strike may extend to Pitts- 
burg, New-York, and Philadelphia.

THE TALLAPOOSA DAMAGED. 


SHE WILL PROBABLY HAVE TO BE 
TOWED FROM BRAZIL’ 

WASHINGTON, Oct 12.—A report has been 
received here, access to which is denied, giving 
an official account of a serious mishap to the 
Tallapoosa on the South Atlantic station. Itis 
said that the vessel ran on a reef, and besides 
breaking machinery and seriously damaging her 
hull, filled her eylinders with sand. The mate- 
rial necessary to repair her, itis reported, can- 
not be obtained in Brazil, and the vessel will 
therefore have to be towed to England or to 
Norfolk or New-York. The reputation of the 


Tallapoosa for ‘general cussedness” is so well 
known that her latest freak has occasioned no 
surprise, 

Some alarm is expressed in naval circles 
about the safety of the Ossipee. She left Leacue 
Island some time ago with the monitor Puritan 
in tow bound for. Norfelk. Wheu the Delaware 
Breakwater was reached Capt. Hoff thought a 
storm was not far off. He remained at the 
Breakwater four days, but the storm did not 
come. He then tp out tosea again and was 
caught in the violent northeaster of last night. 
Itis hoped that she may be heard from to- 
morrow. 

The Vandalia has been ordered into dry ‘dock 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard for repairs. 

Rumor hasit that the stern frames of the 
cruiser Baltimore are cracked as the result of 
faulty cooling. Thisis contradicted by the offi- 
cials, who say that all that has gone wrong with 
the Baltimore is the breaking of one of the rud- 
der clutches by the scow which ran into her 
recently, and that the damage can be repaired 
for $200, 


MR. SANBORN’S WARFARE. 

_ Boston, Oct. 12—The warfare between 
Frank B. Sanborn and the Boarg of Lunacy and 
Charity assumed @ farcical phase to-day, when 
the clerk of the board sent for Mrs. M. L. Mor- 
ris, an amanuensis and typewriter for Mr. San- 
bern, and summarily dismissed her from the 
force. The clerk, Mr. Wells, first asked herif 
she still considered Mr. Sanborn as the legal 
Inspector. She replied that she did and should 
do so until the Governor or some other higher 
authority decided the pending questien. Mr. 
Wells then told her she could cease work and 
ee her salary would end with yesterday morn- 
ng. 

Mrs. Morris is a niece of the Poet Long- 
fellow, and owing to circumstances is 
supporting and educating her children 
by clerical work. She is also the only 
Catholic employed by the board. Mr. San- 
born is very indignant at this method of fight- 
ing him, but is unable to help himself, as nis 
assistants are not included in the law which, 
he claims, makes the Governor’s assent neces- 
sary to hisown removal. Still another step was 
taken in the matter this evening by Attorney- 
General Waterman. who rendered a decision ad- 
verse to the claims of Mr. Sanborn. The At- 
torney-General goes into the legal aspects of 
the case at great length, reviews the laws and 
by-laws touehing the point at issue, and declares 
that he is of opinion that, with Oct. 6, the date 
when the order ef removal was passed by the 
board, Mr. Sanborn’s duties as Inspecior of 
Charities ceased, the action of the board being 
legal and effectual in removing him without the 
eonsent of the Governor thereto. Mr. Sanborn 
Will probably continue the contest in the courts. 








A MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE. 

ToRoNTO, Oct. 12.—There has been con- 
siderable excitement in police circles and some 
indignation among citizens generally on ac- 
count of what is held to be a miscarriage of jus- 
tice, namely, the light sentence of five years’ 
imprisonment which the notorious tough, Tom 
Buckley, reeeived the other day for killing his 
paramour, Bertha Robinson. Buckley had al- 
ready been no less than 21 times eenvicted, and 
that, in spite of his desperately eriminal career, 
he should receive so comparatively light a sen- 
tence for killing a woman, startled the public. 
An effort is being made to have tne sentence re- 
considered, and a motion will be made by the 
Crown Prosecutor to that effect te-morrow worn- 
ing. Buckley’s friends, the toughs of the city, 
since the delivery of the sentence, have been 
jubilating over their supposed victory over jus- 


tice.

NOMINEES FOR CONGRESS 


TAMMANY NAMES ITS OHOICE 
IN THREE DISTRICTS. 
ASHBEL P. FITCH, S. 8S COX, AND 
FRANK TT. FITZGERALD CHOSEN— 

FIVE DISTRICTS HOLD OFF. 

Tammany Hall held its Congressional 
Conventions last night. In four districts—the 
Seventh, Tenth, Eleventh, and Twelfth—the 
conveutions appointed conference cemmittees 
and adjourned. In the Eighth District the con- 
vention adjourned until this evening, with the 
understanding thatit willthen nominate a Tam- 
many man. The men. talked of last night for 
the nominations were Daniel Dougherty, O. B. 
Potter, Thomas F. Grady, and John Heary Me- 
Carthy. One of the delegates stated that the 
only objection to Mr..Dougherty was his lack of 
money. It was said that 8.8. Cox was the 
choice of the district, but had to be surrendered 
to the Ninth as theonly man upon whom a 
union of Democrats could be effected in the lat- 
ter district. 

Nominatiens were made in three districts— 
the Sixth, Ninth, ana Thirteenth. In the Sixth 
District, now represented by Mr. Amos J. Cum- 
mings, the convention nominated Frank T. Fitz- 


gerald, a youngliawyer. The convention met 
at Berrigan’s Hall, 195 Hudson-street, at 9 
o’clock. B. F. Kenney was made Chairman, and 
after the usual formalities were disposed of, the 
tloor was given to Police Justice Duffy. Tam- 
many, in ‘his opinien, was strong enough to 
stand alone. It was opposed to a compromise 
or a dicker with any other organizatien. He 
nominated Frank T. Fitzgerald, who, he a2id, 
was @ Man who could carry the district for him- 
self and also help Grant. He deseribed Mr. 
Fitzgerald as a bright young man anda good 
lawyer. Civil Justice Norton, against whom 
Fitzgerald ran on a split ticket for the office 
Norton now holds, seconded the nomination. 
The latter was given to Mr. Fitzgerald by ac- 
clammation, He was brought before the con- 
vention and made a short speech and was loudly 
chesred. 

Mr. Fitzgerald 18 a good-looking young man of 
32. Heis ason ef the late James Fitzgerald, 
who represented the First Assembly _ District 
at Albany and was also an Alderman. The nom- 
ineo was graduated from Columbia Law School 
in 1878 and has since beenin practice. Ho first 
went into the office of Smith Weed. His office 
now is at 25 Chambers-street. He is married 
and lives at 74 Beach-streec. 

The Ninth Congressional Tammany Conven- 
tion was presided over by Louis Steckler. The 
only candidate breught up was 8. 8. Cox, and 
he was renominated by acclamation and a 
standing vote. 

Mr. Cox was first elected to Congress from the 
Columbus (Ohio) District, and sat in the Thirty- 
fifth, Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh, and Thirty- 
eighth Congresses. He moved to New-York in 
1865 and was elected to the Forty-first Congress, 
re-elected to the Forty-second, and subsequently 
to the Forty-third to fill the vasancy caused by 
the death of James Brooks, Inthe Forty-fourth 
Congress he was elected Speaker pro tem, 
He was then re-elected to the Forty-fifth, Forty- 
sixth, Forty-seventh, Forty-eighth, and Forty- 
ninth Congresses. From the Forty-ninth he re- 
signed to accept the position of United States 
Minister to Turkey. n his return the Ninth 
District seut him back to Washington with a 
plurality of 5,495 votes. 

The Thirteenth District Convention was held 
at the Narragansett Club. It nominted Con- 
gressman Ashbel P. Fitch by acclamation. The 
nowination is interesting from the fact that Mr. 
Fitch now represents the district as a Repub- 
liean. His nomination, however, was not unex- 
pected, for his support of the Mills bili has been 
so hearty as to win the warmest admiration of 
the Thirteenth District Democracy. The three 
Assembly districts each sent in a full delega- 
tion. There were 115 delegates in the conven- 
tion. Thomas F. Gilroy was elected Chairman. 

State Senator Ives, in a few eulogistic words, 
presented the namo of William E. Stillings as 
the choice of his delegation from the Nineteenth 
Assembly District. District No. 22 was called 
for, and Peter Maginnis said his delegation 
was united on Ashbel P. Fitch, whom they be- 
lieved to be much mere of a Democrat than a 
Republican, and whose nomination meant -his 
election. Jacob A. Cantor reaponded for Dis- 
trict No. 23. He said that in his distriot Ho man 
Was more respected than Mr. Stillings; but it 
was the sentiment of his delegation that it was 
best to nominate a man who had proved his 
fidelity to the Democracy by working faithfully 
and with effect in behalf of the great national 
issue presented to the people to-day—the re- 
ductionof the tariff. Therefore his delegation 
gave its support to Ashbel P. Fitch. 

This placed two delegations, casting 88 votes, 
against one casting but 27; so Senator Ives, in 
behalf of the Nineteenth District delegation, 
moved that Mr. Fitch be nominated by acclama- 
tion. A committee of six was appointed to 
wait upon Mr. Fitch at his residence this even- 
ing to inform him ofhis nomination.

GAGGING THE CLERK. 

Houston, Texas, Oct. 12.—The Houston 
Post Office was robbed in a bold manner this 
morning, and it is estimated that the thieves 
recured fully $10,000 in money, checks, and 
drafta. About 2 o'clock this morning the rob- 
bers entered the Post Office and bound and 
gagged Alf Roberts, the night clerk. After 
being bound he was drenched with chloroform 


and drugged with whisky, and has not yet re- 
covered cousciousness. The Eastern and West- 
ern wails from California and New-Orleans 
bad just come in. The thieves opened all 
the pouches and, selecting all the reg- 
istered letter packages and jewelry, placed 
them in an empty pouch. Other pack- 
ages and letters wera also opened, but left 
in the Post Office. The robbers fled with their 
booty, and about daylight the pouch, with all 
the rified letters and packages, was feund in the 
street about three blesks from the scene of the 
robbery. Notabit of evidence has turned up 
to give a clue to the identity of the thieves. 
Roberts, the cierk, is still unconscious and it is 
feared that he has heen fatally dosed. The sup- 
position is that the men Knew the greund per- 
tectis and secured an entrance by some excuse 
and then pounced upon Roberts. The estimate 
of the loss was made by one of the clerks, but 
there is no way to ascertain just what was taken.

At Holley, as at other places, 
the crowd waa an interesting combination of the 
people of the villages and farmers from either 
side of the canal, all of whom manifested the 
keenest interest in the campaign. 

When the boat left Buffalo, an invitation wes” 
issued to Republicans to discuss the tariff. It 
has not been accepted. The nearest approach 
was atthe pretty village of Brockport. Re- 
publicans had posted a picket on the upper 
bridge, who swung a Harrison banner from the 
bridge, with the obvious purpose of making the 
Democratic boat sail under it. The ancient 
mariner atthe helmof the Thomas Jefferson 
ndroitly swung the boat clear of the banner, 
but as the boat camein sightof the bridge in 
the centre of the town, a loud cheer for Harri- 
son greeted the beat. The Democrats outnum- 
bered the Republicans twotoone. Mayor Thach- 
er’s back wasup, and he fired straight into 
the crowd in quotations from Grant, Wilson 
and Arthur on the tariff. Attention was arrest- 
ed and Mayor Thacher’s speech was followea, 
with close attentions Meanwhile the public 
hall was secured, and Capt. Clifford left to ad- 
dress a midday meeting and the boat went on 
its way. 

Adams’s Basin and Spencerport greeted the 
boat each with crowds of oyer 200, and at each 
of these places Democratic gains will be made 
this year. From Rechester the Thomas Jeffer- 
son goes te Palmyra, where Gen. Fairchild has 
been asked to discuss with the boat Cleveland’s 
pension vetoes. 





TWO SENATE BILLS VRTOED. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The President to- 
day vetoed Senate bill No. 1,040, authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury te state and set- 
tle the account of James M. Wilibur with the 
United States for alleged extra work done by 


Wilibur in furnishing and laying illuminated 
tiling in the New-York Custom House and Post 
Office Buildings. 

The President also vetoed Senate bill No. 
3,276, granting restoration of pensien to Sarah 
A. Woodbridge. The tirst husband of this bone- 
liciary, Anson L. Brewer, was an additional pay- 
master iu the army, and died Feb. 2, 1866. from 
injuries received in an explosion on & steamer. 
His widow, the beneficiary, was pensioned at 
the rate of $25 a month from the date of her 
husband’s death until Oct. 21, 1870, when she 
remarried, becoming the wife of Timothy Wood- 
bridge. Upon her remarriage her pensien 
stopped under the law. She nuw seeks to have 
it restored, netwithstanding the fact that her 
second huskand js stillalive. The President in 
his message says: “li seems to me that such a 
precedent ought not to be established. If in 
pension legislation we attempt to determine the 
cases of this description, in which the secend 
husband cannot or does not properly maintain 
the soldier’s widow whom he has married, we 
shall open the door to much confusion and un- 
certainty, as well as unjust discrimination.” * 





WATOHMAN’S TERRIBLE DEATH, 
Detrort, Mich., Oct. 12.—A horrible 
accident accurred at a sawmill near Green- 
ville, in this State, Tuesday night. After the 
close of the day’s work, and when all the em- 


ployes had gone home, Cloris Petersen, the 
night watchman, started the machinery in mo- 
tion to vléar out the sawdust conveyers, as was 
his uszal custom. By some means he was 
caught inthe conveyer belt and drawn around 
the shaft. This shaft runs near the floor, and 
above-the shaft a few feetisabrace. Itis not 
known at what speed the mill was running, but 
it is supposed to have run all night, for the next 
morning, just before 6 o’clock, the foreman 
went tothe mill to start up at the usual time 
and found the machinery running slowly, the 
steam being nearly exhausted. Upon search- 
ing, the remains of Petersen were found under 
the shait on the floor. He was 40 years old, and 
leaves a wife and five childr en.

ROBBED OF HER DIAMONDS 


MRS. H. OC. MILLS VICTIMIZED 
BY A LADY COMPANION. 
THE POLICE LOOKING FOR MISS FRANKIE 
RAYMOND, WHO IS CHARGED WITH 
HAVING CARRIED OFF THE JEWELS, 


A robbery of $3,000 worth of diamonds 
and about $100 in money was reported at Police 
Headquarters yesterday by Mrs. H, C. Mills, a 
young widow who has a sumptuously-furnished 
flat on the second floor of 790 Sizth-avenue, and 
the thief was named and described in tho follow- 
ing general alarm: 

“Arrest Frankie Raymond, 22, medium pbuaild, 
dark complexion, black, short hair, black eyes, 
light-brown check ulster, dark-red siik hat trimmed 
with black lace; has stolen diamonds valaed at 
$3,000. Watch trains for Chicago.” 

Mrs. Mills, who appears to have ample weans 
and who claims to Know many actors and act- 
resses of note, said that she first saw Miss 
Raymond, whose full name, as she gave it, is 
Frances L. Raymond, six weeks ago wheu she 
called on her, said she was @ soubrotte actreas 
and a native of Chieago, and that she had peon 
advised to calion Mrs. Milla to ask her where 
she could board respectably during the Fall and 
Winter. Mrs. Mills told her ofa boarding honse, 


and Miss Raymond went there to return aud 
say that she did not like it, and that, anyhow, 
the idea of such a pluce was repugnant to her 
She aimost asked Mrs. Milis to let her remain 
with her, and she was 80 entertaining and iady- 
like that Mrs. Mills said that if she would pay 
her asmali sum per week so as to retain her 
independence she could remain as lady com- 
panion. 

At first Mrs. Mills was much pleased with her 
associate. Spe was very clever and accom- 
plished, read well, proved that she wus a trained 
elocutionist, and her history, astoid by her, was 
interesting. She was, she said, the daughter of 
a@ well-known actor and an equally weill-knowa 
actress, and was educated for the stags. Sbe 
had formed the acquaintance of the son of a 
Gevernoor of jNew-Jersey, and at one time ex- 
pected him to warry her, but for sev- 
eral months sho had been much grieved 
and perplexed by his conduct. She 
had passed the Summer at Long Branch, and 
just before she called on Mrs. Mills she had 
called on her affianced to keep his promise, and 
his reply was au excuse that sie wag bardiy 
prepared to believe. In due time the fickie 
suitor called and appeared to be inucb and hoc- 
orably interested in Miss Raymond, and he re- 
peated his visit several times.

Mrs, Mills 
noticed that late in the afternoon Miss 
Raymond was very nervous, and was annoyed 
because she found her in every part of the 
apartment, and toward evening she asked her 
not to walk abont, but td lie down on the bed in 
her (Mrs. Mills’s) room. Just before this Mrs. 
Mills Dad seen aboxin which her jeweis were 
kept in sawdust in a bureau drawer in her 
dressing case near a roll or bills. 

Half an hourafter Miss Kaymoud lay down Mra. 
Mills went to her bedroom. Miss Raymond was 
not there and the box in which the jewals were 
was on the bureau and from it had been taken a 
superb pair of solitaire diamond earrings, whose 
gems weighed nearly nine carats, and opal and 
diamond bonnet pin, two cluster diamond rings, 
and one solitaire diamond ring. The ro!l of bills 
was gone. [In her hurry Miss Raymond had 
overlooked a diamond collar button and a dia- 
mond hairpin worth several hundred dollars. 
She left the flat in such hasie that she were her 
slippers. Yesterday, after Mrs. Mills returned 
heme from Police Headquarters, the folowing

Letter just received. Will call Sunday. WILL. 

Mrs. Mills is disposed to believe that ** Miss 
Raymand’ was in great financial straits and 
unable to resist temptation. She- could bave 
stolen the jewels the first day she was with Mra, 
Mills had she been a common thief 
She greatiy admired the diamond = ear- 
rings and once asked Mrs. Mills to let 
her wear them on a _= shopping excur- 
sion, but Mrs. Mills thought if prudent to say 
no. She was singularly beautiful, but so dark a 
brunette that Mrs. Mills 1s disposed to believe 
that one of her parents wascf Spanish descent, 
especially as she once made ths boast that she 
had Spanish blood in her veins. The detectives 
had not last night found any trace of the tbriel 
or the jewels. 





COLORED ACTORS CLAIM DAMAGES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—The Philacel- 
pbhia Amateur Dramatic Association, a down- 
town organization of young colored Thespians, 
to-day in Common Pleas Court, No. 3, asked 
$1,000 damages of Peter Reuter, the proprietor 
of Wheatley Dramatic Hall, at Fifth aud Gas- 
kill streets, for breach of contract. The case of 


the plaintiffs was ably conducted by a yuung 
colored lawyer named Minton. William H. Ben- 
nett, the assistant manager, and J. C. Auderson, 
the business manager of the association, testi- 
fled thut they had engaged the hall from Reuter 
for the night of April 26. The hall had beenen- 
gaged about three weeks in advance.

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TRUSTS AND THE TARIFF 


HOW THE FORMER ARE Af- 
FEOIED BY 185 LATIER. 
THE MODE IN WHICH THESE “ PRIVATE 

AFFAIRS” ARE FORMED AND MAN- 
AGED—COMPRTITION AND MONOPOLY. 
Mr. Frank D. Root delivered an address 
before the Reform Ciub at its fourteenth meet- 
ing last evening on the subject of “Trusts and 
the Tariff.” In spite of the unfavorable weather 
the large eltib patlers weré more than comfort- 
ably filled by an @udience which seemed in 
complete sympathy with Mr. Root in his views 
regatding the ruinous results of s long contin&- 
aude of the present reign of “private affaite.” 
The speaker was plied with questions both dur- 
ing and aftet the lecture. Mr. Root spoke as 
follows: 
A discussion of this subject—Trusta and the 
Tariff—involveés some reference to the life and 


adventures of an Argument or Plea with which 
all of us ate famiidar. It is the aged and over- 
worked Argument that pnder & high protective 
tariff Lhe prices of protected products will surely 
be FedUceu $6 @ reasonable level by free compe- 
tition among manufacturers in the protected 
avd iadlated home market. inthe years of its 
youth aiid mabhoesa this plea wae well received 
and enjoyed considerable popularity. But now, 
in 1 d exe, the neglect of many who 
were oace its friends, a8 well as the 
production Of cleat proof that it has 
obtained favor and “support by | falae 

retenaes, hasten its devline and decay. 
There are sume wdvocaies of high and higher 
protection who turn their heads the other way 
when the tuttering anelent gese by. There are 
others who Yeu say that competition ia a bad 
thing. We do not hear 80 much now about the 
competiti6h that makes low prices in the pro- 
tested home market fer cousumers as about tho 
necessity uf keeping up prices by pretection in 
ordec that the workingman’s Wages may be 
high The old argument suffers because £0 
many suécesettil Subemes, devised by the.pro- 
tected tudAtifacturers themselves for the sup- 
pression of Competition in the home market, 
have been revealed to the people, and because 
such combinations for the prevention of Gom- 
petition are How defended by beneficiaries of 
the protective system. ; 

.“ One year ago the sugar refiners had just com: 
pleted thel? Trust, M. Seerevan and bis back- 
ersin Paris were cornering the visible supply 
of copper ahd maturing plans for monopoila- 
ing the GOR product of the world, The 
Cottons t had been in existence for 
suIne tums and 6 Standard Oil Trast—prote- 
type of allow? cOmpact Sunepitacies for the 
suppression of cOmpetition—was in its second 
decade. ere Were in operation many other 
combinations in the various branches ef pro- 
tected induatry, but they were in fact ‘ private 
affairs,’ 6@ fat 48 the people generally were con- 
cerned. Very little was known about them ex- 
coptin the Girdle of those directly interested. 
It was fot easy to precufe facts relating to 
these tings. The proceedings of their stated 
meetibgs were not proclaimed from the 
housetops. ey were not inclined to 
take the people their oconfi- 
denee. But, in the course ef time, some 

regress was made in the work of throwing 
figut upon their methods and aims, and the peo- 
ple svon became deeply interested. It did not 
oocur to them at first that they really had ‘no 
right to interfere.’ Among the most notable 
résuite Of the inquities that were made was the 
passage of resolutions in the House of Rspre- 
sentatives, the New-York Senate, and the Cana- 
dian Parliament, directing that investigations 
should be undertaken by committees of those 
bouies. 

** By some persons it was not clearly seen at 
first that the facta to be brought out would bave 
any bearing with respect tu the tariff The tea- 
timony taken by the Senate committee in this 
State Was of great importance, and althougo 
the committee ie not now inclined to go on with 
the work this suouid not be forgetten. We have 
that teatimony and it cannot a blotted out. 
The cOurae taken by the House Committees on 
Mauufactures bas been far from satisfactory. 
It may be that a cummittee that had not, as 1 
am told, heid a meeting for some years was dis- 

jeased when it was required to do something. 
Bat such # BUppesition doss not account 
tor the production of a report that might 
have been written by a Trust’s couusel. 
Neither the investigation by the New-York 
Senate committee nur the inquiry made at Or 
tawa has borne fruit in legislation. ‘ihe bill re- 
ported at Albany encountered serious obstacles. 
After adjournment the Republican majority of 
the cOmmittes failed to continue the inquiry, 
aithough empowerea to dosv. The Chairman 
tartly ‘oa @ complaining Democrauc member 
of the committee that the committee’s power 
could be used ‘to the great disadvantage’ of 
the Democratic Party, but with an unselfish 
patriotism that is rarely seen in a national cam-” 
paiga he has stayed his hand. The Chairman 
asserted that the members of the Sugar Trust 
were Democrats. Probably that was not over- 
lovuked when-the investigation was ordered, On 
the other hand, it will be recalled that the suite 
against this ‘Demooratic Trust’ and two of 
its component corporatioos were brought in re- 
sponse tv» an appeal from a Democratic organi- 
zation. 

“As s00n as it became reasonably clearithat the 
general inquiry converning combinations was 
penetrating to the heart of the protective sye- 
tem there was @ great outery that such eombi- 
nations werein no way dependent upon or cen- 
nected with the tarilf. Muay whe joined in the 
cry had already committed themselves by most 
emphatic denunciation of all rings to suppress 
competition. When the fire came alittle too 
close they strove to take shelter behind this 
plea, and some of them sought far and wide 
tor brickbats to throw at wicked foreigners who 
had made rings in their own country and, 8o it 
was said, were ready to subject the people of 
the United States to the most tyrannical oppres- 
sion if our home-made Trusts should not be pro- 
tected vgainst the pauper Trusts of Europe. At 
the same time they redoubled vheir eiforts for 
the benefit of the poor workineman. Let us 
geo What some of these geutiemen said.” 

Toe speaker then quoted extracts from the 

ublished utterances of Senator Sherman, Mr. 

utterworth of Ohio, Mr. Reed of Maine, Mr. 
Bamuel J. Randall, Mr. Ryan of Kansas, Mr. 
McKinley, Mr. Cannen of Illlineis, Mr. Dingley 
et Maine, Mr. Lodge of Maasachusetts, and 
others concerning trusts and combinations, 
pointing out how roundly they had denounced 
these rings, and how positively they (Senator 
Sherman excepted) had declared that combina- 
tions were not deperndent syen or affected by 
the tariii Continuing, he said: 

“Mr. Sherman's second admission, that sueh 
combinations as the Sugar Trust ‘oan certainly 
be reached by the operation of eur revenue 
laws,’ was made on Aug. 14 Mr. Blaine was 
then in the country, and was preparing to sound 
a keynote at Portland, On the following day he 
spoke in thatoity. He must have seen that 
things were at sixes and sevens. Republican 
orators in the House and elsewhere had de- 
nounced Trusts and other competition-killing 
rings in chorus as bad, oppressive, opposed to 
publie pelicy, probable causes of revolution, 
&o., and had also declared with great earnest- 
ness that they Were in no way conrested with 
or affected by the tariff. And here was John 
Suerman, a financial authority, virtually Chair- 
moan ef the Senate Finance Committee, say- 
ing that these horrible thinga ‘grew out 
of the revenue -ilawa’ and ‘ought 
to be met a reduction of 
duty! This wouldn’t do And so Mr. 
Biaine prociaimed that Trusts were ‘not the 
outgrowth nor in any way the incident of the 
protective policy,’ but were ‘private affairs,’ 
with which ‘no private citizens’ nor 
even the people’s Chief Magistrate had any 
‘right to interfere,’ Mr. Biaine his since 
undertaken to show that all the Trusts in 
the country are controlled and owned by Demo- 
crats, and has repeated the curious blunder 
originally made by Mr. William D, Kelley at the 
begining ef the debate on the Mills bill, when 
fer political use. he set ups purely imaginary 
Whisky Trust in Kentucky—a Trust by which, 
he said, ‘the politics of thie eountry are now 
dominated as absolutely as they were by slavery 
before the war—the truth being that the actual 
Whisky Trust or Aloohol Trust is an organiza- 
tion com of distilleries in Illinois, Ne 
braska, Obio, Indiana, Wisconsin, and New- 
York, that it does nut include the Kentucky dise- 
tilleries, and that ite product (cologne spirits, 
wine spirits, &c.,) competes with tarat of the 
Kentuoky distillers to the great disadvantage 
of the latter. 

“Combinations fer;the suppression of compett- 
tion are made in many ways. They oan be 
found in various stages of development, frem 
these depending upon a simple agreement 
among manufacturers, without bond or penalty, 
to those which are properly called Trusts, the 
sulmivation of the series. If we stick to an ex- 
act definition of terms the name of trust should 
be applied to only balf a dozen organizations, 
(those dealing in petroleum, sugar, cotton- 
seed vil, jinseed ei]. and alcohol, with the one 
that contrels the gas supply in Chieago,) but in 
# broad sense it has been applied to all rings 
devised for the ee of competition 
in some branch tome rmeygres gf industry, 
the restriction of production, ‘and the enhance- 

of priees. It is generally so applied 
today. There are eombinations formed 
by ugreement only. There are’ others 
depending upon &; ments that are strength- 
ened by bonds and penalties fer vielation of the 
same. There are combinations made by means 
of eontracts, the several manufacturers binding 
themselves to sell their eutire product ata 
tixed and uniferm price to one arent, (usually 
an association or corporation crea for the 
purpose,) this agent selling to the pubiic, There 
are combinations in which a corporation creéat- 
ed by the several parties leases their property 
and divides the profits of the entire business in 
shares fixed by general agreement. 
. “These all i up to the Trust. They are less 
mpact than a Trust, and more easily broken 
juternal dissension. Butin a Trust stock 
the several corporations is surrende to a 
Board of Trustees, and in exchange the Trustees 
iesue certificates apportioned in accordance 
with the value of the preperty as fixed by agree- 
ment. These certificates are usually issued at 
a face value equal to about three times the 
actual value of the properties, in order that 
there may be room for the expansion of values 
dine to the monopoly process, and that the pu 
lic may not complain of the size ef dividends, 
‘The several corporations are retained in form,

It will be seen that, while the advance with

This is not point- 
ed out to show that sugar refiners or other man- 
ufacturers have no right to make so much

With a history ef the se-called Envelope 
Trust, the aid aiforded to this combination by 
the duty of 25 per cent. was then described. 
The speaker then took up the subject ef steel 
Tails, and said: ; 

**It is a curious assertion that the quantity of 
ateel rails to be made in a year or in six months 
can be ‘allotted’ by some mysterious power 
whose commands none of the steel-rail com- 
panies venture to disobey, while there is in 
this industry no combination to limit or regulate 
preduction and &x prices. Mr. Blaine says there 
1s no steel-rail combination, and Mr. Carnegie 
has made the same statement. ft is all a fig- 
ment of the Democratic imagirgation. How some 
of the high-tariff papers have been imposed 
upon, and what queer baliueinations have crept 
into the minds of sume of the steel-rail makers 
themselves! How the New-York /ribune, in 
which Mr. Carnegie now shows how groundiess 
all these taies are, was deceived when it pub- 
lished the following from its own correspondent 
in Philadeiphia on Nev, 16, 1887: 

“The meeting of the steel rail manufacturers in 
the office of the American Iron and Steel Associa- 
tion to-day wae well attended. Andrew Carnegie 
represented Pittsburg. Chicago was fully repre- 
sented, and the Scranton companies, which it was 
believed a week ago would not atten:i, were both 
Esecouen ies Harmony prevailed and it was ayreed 
to leave the matter of oulput and other datails to 
the Board of Control, wnich will meet to arrange 
these matters in a few days. Prices are to be main- 
tained at current rates.” 

And again when it published from the same 
correspondent on Dec. 17, 1887, this: 

“It was stated this afternoon that information 
had been quietly given out that the Steel Railmak- 
ers’ Association will order all raills closed if the 
tery of rails shall go below $32. It is understood 

hat the railroad compasies aro endeavoring to get 
the price down to $30 per ton, and for that reasun 
are withholding their orders from the market.” 

And how the 7ribune must regret that it said 
in an editorial article on Jan. G, that the price 
of rails had declined $8 50 because the “ rail- 
makers unwisely lifted the prive toe far by 
effective combination during the first bait of 
the year,” and thus had put the railroads “in 
the humor te use their advantage to the utmost 
when the situation charged.” And many trade 
Ranged Were again deceived in August, when 

ey announeed that at the meeting of the rail 
manufacturers at Long Branch, en the 3d of 
that month, “it was agreed te continue the 
present arrangement as regards allotment for 
another year,” with sume changes ‘in the per- 
eontage of some of the mills.” Mr. B, G. Clarke, 
President of the Thomas [ron Company, has a

After showing how a combivation of manu- 
facturers of steel beams had been alded in main- 
taining the high ring price of $78 92 per ton 
by a duty of $28, the speaker said that he must 
be eontent with brief references to some of the 
other combinations. Having touehed upon the 
evidence relating to cembinations among the 
producers of iron ore, he continued as follows: 

“The manufacturers of bar iron, pretected 
by duties ranging from 48 to 69 per cent., united 
at a meeting held in Cleveland last June, It is 
stated by Pittsburg papers that the combina- 
tion ‘practically amounts to a. Trust,” 
as all orders go to thé association, 
which fixes prices and has power to 
order the closing of factories. Trade journals 
that are friendly to the manufacturers say that 
@ combination of the makers of carriage bolts 
was completed on July 18 by the acecssion 
of the two firms that had been standing 
out, and that @ similat combination of the man- 
ufacturere of muts was made at the samé time. 
There is a Combination of cartridge makers and 
another of nail makefa. The published desorip- 
tions of the s0-calied “sympathetic movement” 
of the makers of jute bagging for cotion 
bales by which the price was sudden: 
ly doubled, reveal some of the ehar- 
acteristic metheds of competition killers. We 
Bhall net have to go outside of high-tariff jour- 
nals for testimony concérning the Lumber Ring 
of the Pacific coast or the recent union of enor- 
mous lumber interests in the Upper Mississippi 
Valley. There is a combination embracing 
three-fourths ef the makers of sashes and blinds 
and doorsin the Northeastern States, and we 
were told last Spring by trade journals well dis- 
posed toward the association that it bad a pen- 
alty pool fund and would advance prices 20 per 


vent. The failure of a jeading firm in Oal.fornia, © 


caused by unsuccessful attempts to corner 
salmon and dried fruits, directed attention to 
the combination ef borax producers and the ad- 
vancein prices made vg it. The failing firm 
was in this ‘‘combine.” Itis stated that prices 
rose slightly after the failure, almost to the im- 
porting point. The manufacture of castor oil is 
protected oy the extraordinary duty of 194 per 
cent., (80 ¢ents a gullon,) aud there is cunclusive 
evidence that the manufacturers, Who employed 
only 108 persons in 1880, are now in combina- 
tion as regards prices. The combination was 
formed four years ago, and prices were raised 
for & time to the importing poiut, Tne price of 
pauper fereign oil in 1887 was about 43 cents, 
or $1 23 with duty added. The history of the 
Oil-cloth, sundpaper, paving-pitch, and many 
other *“‘combines” would aiford interesting facts, 
while that of the Peoria Whisky Trust and the 
Standard Oil Trust would show how pro- 
ducers who desire to retain their inde- 
pendence are oppressed and persecuted. There 
1s instruétion te be guined from the sworn testi- 
mony concerning the wethods used by combina- 
tiong in Canada, and especially frem the testi- 
mony relating to the compact between the 
sugar retiners and the wholesale grocers in that 
country, Which bas been denounced by a Parlia- 
mentary Committee. The bargain made by the 
wood-serew monepoly in the United States with 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain’s firm in Birmingham 
shows how ae ring already enjoying the full ad- 
vantage of high duties actually-raised the tariff 
barrier, se far as Ube ring was concerned, by a 
subsidy to a foreign manufacturer, in order that 
the ring prefits at home might be in- 
creased. The history of the Copper Riug, 
thus far the sole important example of a 
world combination, shows now greed, when re 

lieved from the restraint of competition, over- 
comes gratitude for protection that has yielded 
enormous prefits to producers. In this case, eo 
long as the contracts hold—anad it is preposed 
to extend them for nine years—a removal of the 
duties would not bring relief. ‘Those who have 
drawn $30,000,000 in dividends: in less than 
20 years from one protected mine, upon a capi- 
tal of only $2,500,000, and who now look for- 
ward to dividends of 125 or 150 per cent., are 
not alarmed by any of the provisions of the 
tariff billa now pending, aljheugh they may com- 
plain beeause the Senate bill puts “ divi-divi’”’ 
on the free list. 

I do not see how any one who is familiar with 
the facts can deny that a large majerity of our 
combinations to suppress competition gre in- 
separably connected with and dependent upon 
the tariff. Their aim isto obtain higher prices 
for their goods by the prevention ef competition 
at home after the people who must pay those 
prices have protected them, within gertain lim- 
its, from fereigu competition. The tariff fixes a 
limit beyend which these prices canmot be car- 
ried without inviting competition from abroad. 
By killing home competition they ean approach 
that limit. Tey cau, of sourse, reach it, and 
even for atime go beyond it, but that weuld be 
unprofitable. Their efferts to raise priees are 
made under the shelter of that limit or barrier. 
The existence of the barrier continually invites 
the formation of combinations to take advan- 
tege of it. By shutting out competition trom 
abroad it stimulates eompetition in the home 
market at first, then tends to cause everproduc- 
tion, fer whien there is no outict. Overprodue- 
tion suggests restriction; severe competition 
suggests combination; a combination having 
been formed, greed unrestrained by competi- 
tien determines to take advantage of the tariff 
previsions so far as it can. One. Trust or com- 
Dimatien suggests another or compels the forma- 
tion of another, The straw board makers com- 
bine and raise prices; the makers of paper 
boxes fullow suit. The enhancement of prices 
by the makers of plow steel forces the vlow- 
makers to combine and raise their prices. 
A combination of copper 
panies suggésts a combination 
manufacturers who make sheet a ow In 
both cases Colmpetilion disappears. The rela- 
tien of cause and effect between the tariff and 
the formation of combinations may be traced in 
many causes, DUE Perhaps it eannot be shown 80 
clearly and 80 easily a8 we ean point out the 
direct effect of the tariff duties upon the prices 
fixed and demanded by the conmibinations. The 
duty of $17 a ten enabled the steel rail makers 
to raise their pride to $40; without the assist- 
ance aiforded by that duty they eould not have 
made the advance. It is the high ring 
price of preducts that is felt by sonsum- 
ers, and the duty holds up that price. Tne 
tariff laws virtually say, “‘Go ahead, and if 
you do not push up your rates too high the 
duties shall stand between yeu and conipetition 
from abread.” If the ring be complete and com- 

act tae people are helpless. It tollows that 
n oases where manufacturers have united to 
take advantage of the duties, or, as the iribune 
says, ‘te defeat the very object of the pretec- 
tion system,” the peeple should speedily apply 
the remedy ef a reduction of theseduties. They 
should lower tbe tariff wall and let ip a little 
fereigu cempetition to restrain the greed of 
these *“ cembines.”” Weshail not forget that 
this is the opinion of Mr. John Sherman. 

This, then, is the mest available of the reme- 
dies that may be applied te tre Trust disease 
with respect to such combinations as are helped 
by the tariff, beoAuse its use Will bring speedy 
relief in the mutter of prices. If the dvor ve 
partly epened the threat of foreign competition 
may be enough to restrain those Whe have 60 
taken advantage of-the exclusion of it. In au- 
ditien there are laws to be enforced. Many of 
these combinatiens are composed ef corpora- 
tions deing business on charters granted by 
the people, but net granted fer such uses, 
Does any one suppose that the people ef this 
State would gramt corporate Charters, for exum- 
ple, to several sugar refining companies it the ap- 
plicants should adinit that they imtended te use 
the charters 1n building upa monopoly? But 
the charters have been granted, and they have 
been so used. The laws provide punishment for 
such a use uf these privileges, and in the case 
of the Sugar Trust the Attorney-General has 
undertaken to inflict this punishment, It is 
said that a final decision in these cases cannet 
be reached in three years. That isunufertunate. 
Itis urged that if the charters shouid be an- 
nulled, the combination would not suffer any 
seriuus annoyance, At all evemis they should 
be annulled, if the evidence calls for such a pen- 
alty. It is said that not the corporations them- 
seives but the stoekholders have doxe these 
things, and that for this reasen the cerporations 
cannot be found guilty. If this be an effective 
defense, the people should know 16 without 
delay in order that the laws may be amended. 
In the case recently decided by the Supreme 
Court of Tennessee, relating to a combination 
of cottonseed oil tacteries—not the Cottonseed 
Oil Trust—this question did not arise, for the 
ring contrasts of ihat combination were made 
by the corporations as sueh. The metheds by 
which an actual frust is formed have been 
most skillfully and ingeniously devised to evade 
the law touching the powers and duties of cor- 
porations, 

As for contracts by which several manufact- 
uring corperatious or firms agree te turn over 
their entire product to an agent or another cor- 
poration or an asseciation, their purpose being 
tosuppress competition and fix a higher price 
the courts have decided invariably, so far ey 
can ascertain, that the

GOV. HILL 1N INDIANA. 


HE AROUSES ENTHUSIASM BY PRAISING 
THE PRESIDENT. 

Mircuett, Ind, Oct. 12.—This Mttle 
town, with a population of 1,300, was the peing 
selected by the Democratic State Committee for 
Gov.

THE NUMBER NOW 64 AND MANY MORE | 


EXPECTED TO DIE--SAD SOENES IN 
AND AROUND SCRANTON. 
Scranton, Penn., Oct. 12,—The horror 
eaused by the Lehigh Valley disaster at Mud 
Run Wednesday night is still widespread and 
profound, and the black emblems of death are 


displayed on many doors in and about Scranton | 


te-lay. The death list of authentic names to- 
day numbers 64, and it is expected that at least 
ene-half the iniured will die. 

Mias Kate MeNichols of Scranton, who was re- 
ported yesterday as slightly nurt, died this 
atternoon, and George Henry Stevens, also of 
this city, whose name was not given among the 
killed or injured, was brought home dead last 
night, The list as it now stands shows 23 dead 
in Scranton, 29 in Pleasant Valley, 8 in Mi- 
nooka, Lin Miners’ Mills, 1 in Olyphant, and 2 
in Jessup, A great many gricf-stricken parents 
and relatives are stillinquiting anxiously fer 
friends who are missing, and whose names do 
not appear in the printed lists of dead or in- 
jured, 

The towns on which the calamity has fallen 
are so close to Seranton that it really seems as 
if all the dead belonged to this city. But no- 
where hae the blow falien so severely as upon 
the town of Pleasant Valley, a short distance 
south of Scranton. The place was ascene of 
mouraming to-day, and the pastoral residqgce of 
Father Crano was besieged by the stricken rela- 
tives of the dead. Many of those who were 
killed were the sole support of the little families 
to which they belonged. They worked hard in 
and about the minoa, took pride in being tem- 


perato. and were, without exception, frugal, in- 
dustrieas, sober Father Mathew men and boys. 
St. Aloysius Society of Wilkesbarre telegraphed 
to Father Orang to-dsy thet at a meeting bela 
last aight it had voted $500 for the relief of the 
bereaved families and authorized him to draw 
for thas amount. A sympathizing contracter, 
Mr. Brodhead, who happened in when the mes- 
gage od precived, gave his check for $100, to 
be applied ta the sawe purpose, 

A to1omn mass of requiem will %e celebrated 
in the “atholic church at Pleasant Valley to- 
morrow morning, when the funerals of the vio- 
tims will be held, There will ke a great demon- 
atration at the funerais to-morrow, and it will 
beasadone, The piace is - in gloom 
and business of almost every kind is suspended, 
The people seem d and can scarcely realize 
the full etfectef the great calamity that has 
so suddonly fallen upon them, At the home ef 
Patrick MoAndrews lie the bodtes of his wife 
and twosons, The dead boys were the main- 
atay of the little home, as the father has been 
an invalid for some time, One son lives in 
New-York, and there are five other children of 
tender years. Jebn M. Coleman. another victim 
of the wreck, leaves a wife and seven children; 
William Keily, a wife and two children; Ber- 
nard Mechan, a wife and two children, and his 
daughter Mary was also among @ dead, 
Thomas Ruddy leaves a wife and two children, 
and so it gees through the entire liet, showing a 
large number of helpless widows and orphans, 
who have been robbec of their natural support- 
era by this catastrophe, 

Father Moylan, tor of St, Peter’s Cathe 
dval in this city, haa arranged for a selemn 
massof requiem here to-morrow morning, and 
Mayor Ripple has issued a proclamation asking 
that ali business be suspended throughout the 
city during the hours of the funeral in order, he 
gays, “that the sympathy and sorrow which 
pervade the community may have full and 
6uitable expression.” 

Father Green of Minooka was for 36 hours at 
the soene of the accident without food, aiding 
the injured and helping to carry them on his 
back te “the ambulances in whieh they were 
conveyed to the hospital. It was, he says, the 
moat terrible experience ef hia life, It ia aue to 
him tosay that he rendered the most heroic 
servicé of auy man at the scene, and he did not 
quit his great work until he saw the last body 
removed from the funeral train that came up 
the valley with tne dead last night. 

Lawrence Duhigg of Scranton was one of the 
meu who helved to remove the dead and dying 
frum the wreck and to identify the bodies. The 
face of one victim was so fearfully scalded 
by steam that the skin fell off and Mr. Duhigg 
could not recognize it. Seeing a Scranton tem- 
peranee badge on the breast of the victim Mr. 
Duhigz geta piece of paper and wrote upon 
it the words: “Scranton, unknewn.” Then 
he pinned it ever the dead man’s badge. BSev- 
eral hours afterward, when he learned that his 
own brother was missing, Mr. Duhigg exam- 
ined the body of the “unknown” and found that 
one of his toes was missing. He had lost it 
in an socident some years ago, and by this mark 
Mr. Duhigg recognized the body of his brether,

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—An officer of the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Oompany in this oity 
says: “‘ We do not know who ig reaponsible, and 
we will not know until a careful investigation 
shall be made. It is certain that nothing the 
company could have dene in the way of rules 
waa wanting, and carelessness or neglect in the 
enforcement of these must have caused the dis- 
aster. We know that the train lights were all 
properly placed and that the rear train was sig- 
hailed, and thatis all wedo know. It has been said 
the engineer had been compelled to work 48 
hours without rest, [tis absurd. An engineer 
could uat stand that much constant work, for 
one thing, aud again he would not do it if he 
could, We have too many engineera on that 
division to create any necessity for exacting an 
excess of work from apy man. As to the state- 
menpt that the man was under the influence of 
liquor, it is not probable there is any foundation. 
A man so drunk as to neglect his duties when be 
got on the engine would almost certainly give 
sume indication of it, and be would not be al- 
luwed to climb into the cab of his locomotive, 
The company is very strict avout that.” 

A special dispatch from Bethlehem, Penn., 
says Kollin H. Wilbur, Assisiant Superintend- 
entof the Lehigh Valley Railroad, has made the 
following statement: “In the evening, afte 
the parade at Hazleton, the excursion starte 
on ita return trip, The trains had orders to ran 
on tea Minutes’ headway, that period of time 
being required between any two of the trains 
ou avy partof the run. The usual headway is 
five minutes, but to be specially caretully the 
time was ‘ioubied in this case, at every station 
for five minutes after a train passed a red 
board being displayed, and for the next five 
minutes agr en board, The firat section ef the 
excursion left Penn Haven Junetion at about 
6:30, and all others followed on the time set for 
them. When the seventh section reached Mud 
Rup, the engineer found the signals turned 
againt him, signifying that the ten minutes to 
intervene between the passing of the train 
ahead of him and his train was rot 
up, and he breught bis train to a 
stop, the rear oar being about 300 
yards from the station.

MILLERS OOMVPETING FUR WHEAT. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 12.—About 20 millers, 
mainly from Southern Minnesota, held a meet- 
ing at the Nicollet House on Monday and 
formed an organization known as the North- 
western Millers’ Association. They talked over 
various matters of interest to the trade, promi- 
nent among which was the grading and pur- 
chasing of wheat. The millers appeared to fear 


that the Minneapolis mills would make a 
strong bid for wheat in the localities repre- 
sen by those present and that something had 
to be done to keep the cereal for heme grinding. 
As a result, it was decided that the members of 
the association recognize wheat weighing 55 
pounds to the bushel asa No, 2, whereas the State 
standard is 56 pounds. Official sieves are also 
te be used in determining the amountef dirtin 
wheat and it is to be tested only on the basis of 
cleaned wheat. Under 55 pounds for No. 2 it is 
to be scaled down in price on the basis of 5 
cents per pound, Prices for wheat in the coun- 
try are to be on the basis ef Minneapolis quota- 
tions, less the freight to each pointbuying. All 
this is manifestly to the advantage of the 
farmer, though it will peckenyy be difficult to 
make him see it in that light. The millers want 
the grangers’ wheat 2nd are willing to make 
‘some concessions in erder to get it and keep 
it from going outof thecountry. There were 
several mille not represented which, it is said, 
arej willing to enter the association,

TO FORM A HIDE TRUST. 


RUMORS THAT ARE BEING CIRCULATED 
AROUND MINNEAPOLIS. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Cct. 12.—A rumor 
that the hide dealers of the Northwest were 
about to form a trust for the control of the hide 
market was current yesterday. James MoMillen 
& Co., with their Chicago ana Helena (Montana) 
branches, were reported connected with the 
affair, and were said to have laid plans te bear 
tho prices throughout the smaller towns of the 
Northwest. It was also reported that some of 
the dealers had sold themselves shortin view 
of the proposed combination. James MoMillen, 
the head ef the Minneapolis house reported 
in’ the deal, and an active, aggreasive 
young business mars, was seen on the 
subject. He utterly aenied the report, and 
said that the preposition to combine hide men 
on prices was like attempting to mix oil and 
water, It waa utterly preposterous. He said 
that the price of hides in Chicago. and Kansas 
City with the rulings im New-York fixed the 
ripe in Minnesota without appeal, and that the 
market here depended entirely upon the market 
at other points. Jouis Moats, local manager 
for Oberne, Hoosick & Co. of Chicago, was also 
interrogated on the proposed truest, He said it 
could not be done, and that the rumor, if based 
upon anything sat all, must have missed its 
mark widely in becoming public, 
In spite of these protestations of the impossi- 
bility of forming a Hide Trust there is a strong 
feeling that the matter is under consideration 
and that a trust of some kind will be formed in 
the near future, There are less than 10 large 
dealers in hides in the Northwest, including the 
Twin Cities and Sioux City, and the immense 
ower and seven tare which a trust would be to 
hose on the inside is apparent. It is said that 
at present the hide men are mot making more 
than from 5 to 10 per cent., which, with the 
disagreeable features connected with the buai- 
ness, is considered yery low. 











OAUGHT AFTER FOUR YEARS.

He atonce acknowl- 
edged his identity, and came to Detroit with the

WO CHANGE WILL BE MADE—LARGE 
PURCHASES YESTERDAY. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—It is anthorita- 


tively atated at the Treasury Department that | 


Secretary Fairehild’s visit there yesterday had 
nothing todo with the matter of bond purchases, 
and furthermere that there has been no change 
In the policy of the department in that respect, 
except to limit the purchases for the present te 
bonds other than those held as security for na- 
tional bank circulation. This action had been 
determined upon before his arrival, and was 
therefore not the result of any conferences he 
had yesterday with Speaker Carlisle and officials 
of the Treasury Department. Itig understood 
that he came to Washington to confer with the 
President and Speaker Carlisle and others in re- 
gard to the political speech he is to deliver in 
ew-York to-morrow. The statement that the 
epartment has practicaliy decided to limit 
future bond purchases to a few millions 
® month is emphatically denied at the depart- 
ment. An official who does not want his name 
mentioned, but who ia in a position te speak 
with authority, said this afternoon that there 
had been no change whatever in the policy of 
the department in the matter of buving bends 
except as indieated in the notice issued yester- 
day tbat offers of bonds held as security for na 
tional bank circulation will not be accepted for 
present.

The warmth of the reception accorded 
to Emperor WILLIAM in Rome is no doubt 
increased by the fact that a question of pre- 
cedence and etiquette had beén raised by 
the Vatican at the outset which threatened 
fora time to make the visit inexpedient, 
but which with remarkable diplomatic 
tact was practically decided as the Italian 
Government wished, yet apparently with- 
out giving offense to the Papal authorities.

The expressions of admira- 
tion and affection uttered by King Hum- 
BERT for the late Emperor FREDERICK at 
his death are recalled by this language, 
and there is no doubt that the present 
ruler of Germany is looked upon in Italy 
with quite as much favor on account of 
his father as on his own merits, as yet 
undetermined. The alliance of Germany 
and Italy is based, however, on exception- 
ally strong grounds, their interests being 
singularly free from clashing at any point, 
and the feeling being sincere and widespread 
that whether in peace or war German as- 
cendency is likely to be fruitful for Italy.

Not 
only members of the club, but the public 
generally is invited to listen to the address, 
of whose value as a part of the educational 
work of the campaign Mr. Low’s aptitude 
for the discussion of public afiairs and his 
independent and straightforward habit of 
mind give sufficient assurance. 


The substance of Dr. MACKENZIE’S book 
upon the last illness of the Emperor FRED- 
ERICK has been given by the London 
press so fully and correctly, as the 
author admits, that its interest will 
have been completely discounted when 
it is published on this side of 
the water. That interest appears to be 
much less than was vaguely expected, 
though the surgeon is by no means to be 
held answerable for these vague expecta- 
tions. The general belief among laymen is 
that Dr. MACKENZIE’s course of treatment 
prolonged the life of the late Emperor, 
and the suspicion is not groundless 
that this in part accounts for the Ger- 
man assaults upon him, since they seem 
to have been inspired by those who regret 
that FREDERICK lived long enough to come 
to the throne. The ridiculous display of 
petty spite and jealousy made by the doctors 
of Berlin would scarcely have been made 
so publicly if it had not been encouraged by 
** personages” of much more consequence in 
the German social scheme than the physi- 
cians themselves. 








THE PARTY PLEA FOR GOV. HILL. 

Some days ago Mayor CHapin of Brook- 
lyn put forth what may be regarded as the 
party plea in behalf of the support of Gov. 
Hitt by all Democrats and by all those 
who are interested in sustaining the present 
National Administration and re-electing the 
President. Mr. CHAPIN compliments the 
Governor for the precision and industry 
with which the business of the Executive 
Chamber has been conducted and on his 
mental vigor and his success as a lawyer 
and politician, but he makes no attempt to 
defend him from the serious charges that 
have been brought against his course 
and character. He dwells on the im- 
portance to the National Administra- 
tion of the retention of Democratic 
control in this State after the elec- 
tion of 1884. ‘*The loss of New-York in 
the years following 1884,” he says, *‘ would 
have practically nullified the effect of 
the verdict of that year.” The commanding 
position of the State in the National Con- 
vention this year would have been lost, and 
**CLEVELAND’S renomination and possible 
re-election depended, therefore, upon the 


position of New-York from 1885 to 1888 
more than upon any other resource, except- 
ing only the excellence and vigor of his 
Administration.” 


All this may be admitted, but when Mr. 


CHAPIN says that “there are not twenty 
men in the country whose united efforts 
have done as much to hold the State in the 
Democratic column from 1885 to 1888 as 


has been done by Gov. HILL,” we beg leave 


to demur to what he obviously intends to 
be the inference from that statement. No- 
body else has been ina position to have 
one-fiftieth of his opportunity, but to imply 
that in his position he has done more than 
some different man might havedone to hold 
the State in the Democratic column is pre- 
posterous. During the greater part of those 
three years Gov. H1Lv’s efforts were directed 
to undermining and weakening the Na- 
tional Administration. There are not 
twenty men, nor forty men, in the country 
whose united efforts nave done so much to 
imperil New-York’s place in the Democratio 
‘column as has been done by. Gov. HILL. 
Had there been in the Executive office of 
this State an able and high-minded Demo- 
erat, giving the National Administration 
his cordial sympathy and support, instead 
of a plotting and self-seeking politician, 
constantly exciting the aversion of all 
friends of administrative reform and

1888. There would have been no question 
of holding itin the Democratic column. It 
would have been there beyond all doubt,. 
andthere would have: been no chance of 
wrestingitaway. Since 1874, when Gov. 
TILDEN was elected, says Mr. CHaPin, “the 
Democratic Party has represented adminis- 
trative reform and the progressive issues of 
the day more closely than the Republican 
Party,” and ho adds, ‘“‘ this general cause of 
reform whose custody has thus been trans- 
ferred to the Democratic Party and its pub- 
lic-spirited allies has been most effectively 
served by Gov. H1Lu.” 

Now, on the contrary, we maintain that 
that cause.has been most seriously damaged 
by Gov. HILL. His efforts have been directed 
against it, and his own course has been 
reaotionary from it throughout. He has 
produced more distrust of Democratic sin- 
cerity in that cause than any other twenty 
men in the country; he has done more to 
alienate the “‘public-spirited allies” of the 
party from its support in this State than all 
other men combined. This plea in behalf 
of Gov. H1xt on account of what he has 
done is purely sophistical, and will have no 
force with those who condemn him for his 
discreditable course and wish to rebuke 
the party for renominating him. But 
Mr. CHAPIN seems to imply, though 
he does not clearly state it, that the re- 
election of H1LL is as important to the sup- 
port and strengthening of a Democratic 
Administration at- Washington in the fut- 
ure as he assumes that his action has been 
to its success in the past. Our belief is 
that the best thing that could happen for 
the National Administration and for the 
Democratic Party in this State, assuming 
Mr. CLEVELAND’s re-election, is the defeat 
of Gov. H1r1x. There has been quite enough 
of the reactionary tendency in the party, 
andit has had ‘all the effect upon the Ad- 
ministration that it can safely stand. 
That tendency has been conspicuously 
embodied in Gov. HILL and his course, and 
his success now would strengthen it. On 
the other hand, his defeat, coupled with 
the success of the Electoral ticket, would 
give a new impetus to the progressive tend- 
ency of the party, force its leaders in this 
State to recognize the conditions of future 
success, and bring back the “ public-spir- 
ited allies’ whom Gov. H1Lv’s disgraceful 
record has driven away from his support, 
though not yet from that of the National 
Adminisiration. Those are the best and 
truest friends of President CLEVELAND and 
of the national Democracy who regard the 
defeat of H1x1’s re-election asa step toward 
redeeming the cause of reform and pro- 
gressive issues from those who would de- 
stroy it. 
MR. MORTON AS A BUSINESS MAN. 

In common with the Boys of this State 
and city and with Senator INGALLS of Kan- 
sas, the general public has been doing Mr: 
LEVI P. MORTON a grave injustice. Heisa 
fine and flourishing specimen of the busi- 
ness man in politics, but it has been com- 
monly supposed that he was not in politics 
on business. He is commonly esteemed to 
**collect” nominations as other men who 
can afford it collect first editions or artist 
proofs. The taste for this particular variety 
of bric-4-brac leads its victims into experi- 
ences that are more instructive than enter- 
taining, as Mr. THORNDIKE RICE and others 
can testify. The Boy regards the collector 
in politics as any other dealer in bric-a-brac 
regards any other collector, as a person who 
must be induced to pay a fancy price for an 
article at his own proper peril. Itis as- 
sumed that as a collector he sets up to be a 
judge, and that if the article turns out not 
to be what the seller represents that is the 
buyer’s affair. 

The scorn of the professional politician 
for the amateur in politics was strongly 
though unfeelingly expressed by Senator 
INGALLS when his prophetic soul foreshad- 
owed the nomination of Mr. MorTON as 
that of “‘some fellow like PHELPs of New- 
Jersey who can reach the conservative 
forces of the East and get contributions 
from the manufacturers and Wall-street.” 
But it is now proved that to Mr. MoRTON a 
nomination is not, as the Boys falsely sup- 
posed, in the nature of a steam yacht, an 
expensive luxury for which he is willing to 
pay, but, like the racing stables of those 
owners who contrive to combine sport and 
profit, an investment for revenue with in- 
cidental pleasure. Col. Quay is reported 
to be disgusted with the importunity 
of his candidate upon the subject 
of North Carolina. To the astute and 
experienced Chairman of the National 
Committee, it seems like a waste of Repub- 
lican money to put it into North Carolina. 
It is true that the Democratic majority in 
that Commonwealth is not large, and that 
once or twice it has been nearly overcome. 
But an experienced politician does not re- 
gard “fighting chances” as attractive forms 
of investment. It now appears: that al- 
though as a politician the Republican can- 
didate is on pleasure bent he preserves the 
frugal mind which induced him to import 
cheap Scotch gardeners in alleged violation 
of the contract labor law. His firm, 


it seems, has acquired, at very low 


figures, a large amount of the “special 


tax bonds” of North Carolina, which 
it cannot dispose of at figures even 
lower, or at any figure at all. The 
Legislature of North Carolina is undera 
constitutional interdict to provide for the 
payment of these bonds unless a majority of 
the people vote for such payment. Now, if 
the voters of the State can be properly 
aroused to the disgrace of repudiation, to the 
devastation wrought by the passage of the 
Mills bill, and to the necessity of protect- 
ing the affluent labor of North Carolina 
from competition with the underpaid labor 
of Europe, it is manifest that this change of 
heart would be greatly to the advantage of 
Messrs. MoRTON, Buiss & Co., the holders 
of a large amount of the bonds in question. 
The amount is put by men who ought to 
know at $30,000,000. This may be an ex- 
aggeration, but any enterprise in the 
way of acquiring cheap securities 
which so eminent a ‘house would 
care to \engage in. must be con- 
ducted on a considerable scale, 








It is quite safe to say that the amount is so 


large that ite repayment, or the attainment 
of a by which any considerable 
part of it is repaid, would far mote than re- 
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coup the Republican candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency not merely for his generous con- 
tributions to the expenses of his own can- 
vass, but for all the expenditures that his 
interest in politics has ever entailed upon 
him, and it is well known to 'many Boys 
both in this city and in Albany that these 
are very considerable. — 


How the “conservative forces of the 
East” and “the manufacturers and Wall- 
street” will relish the notion that their 
“ contributions” will be diverted to North 
Carolina because Mr. MoRTON sees a “ fight- 
ing chance” of making some money in that 
State is an interesting but irrelevant ques- 
tion. The main point is that the Boys 
shall see and acknowledge the injustice they 
have all these years been doing to Mr. 
Morton. They have been regarding him 
as a specially succulent and toothsome ex- 
ample of the better element, and here it 
seems that he has far more “ business” in 
the canvass than all of them put together. 

If all the Boys who have feathered their 
nests with pluckingsfrom the downy breast 
of their candidate were toadd all their gains 
together they would come very far short of 
the stake for which the business man in 
politics is playing. When next Senator In- 
GALLS meets the fulfillment of his prophecy 
he may be expected to offer him the right 
hand of fellowship and to beg his pardon 
for having supposed that he was so poor a 
creature as to seek office for the service he 
could render his country or for ‘‘ the honor 
of the thing.” 








THE ST. CLAIR FLATS CANAL. 


It appears that the Dominion has set on 
foot inquiries into the location of the ship 
canal or channel through the St. Clair 
Flats without waiting for the reply of our 
own War Department to the Senate resolu- 
tion on that subject. Whatever the result 
of its investigation, there is little fear that 
Canada would undertake to * blockade” 
thate waterway even should the policy of 
retaliation be carried into practical effect. 
While the report of our engineer officers to 
whom the subject has been referred will 
show the position of the canal in relation 
to the boundary, yet Article XXVII. of the 
treaty of Washington distinctly implies 
that it is under the control of the 
United States irrespective of bound- 
aries. That article, after declaring 
that Great Britain will urge the Ottawa 
Government to secure to citizens of the 
United States the use of the Welland, 
St. Lawrence, and other canals in the Do- 
minion, adds that the United States Gowern- 
ment engages that British subjects « shall 
enjoy the use of the St. Clair Flats Canal 
on terms of equality with the inhabitants 
of the United States.” It is thus evident 
that the treaty refers to the St. Clair Canal 
as being as distinctly under the jurisdic- 
tion of our Government asthe Welland is 
under the jurisdiction of the Dominion, for 
otherwise it would have been unnecessary 
to have our Government enter into any en- 
gagement on the subject. If the canal had 
been partly under American and partly 
under Canadian jurisdiction a reciprocal 
agreement regarding it would have been 
made by Canadain this treaty. So far from 
this being the case, the treaty expressly sets 
it over against waterways that are ‘“‘in the 
Dominion,” thus directly implying that the 
St. Clair Canalis outside of the Dominion 
and under the authority of the United 
States. Canada would hardly undertake to 
block up what some of her people are 
pleased to call ‘ her end” of this canal. 

There are other considerations besides 
the treaty language. The first channel 
used for traversing the flats in Lake St. 
Clair was on*the old boundary line, the 
treaty of Ghent itself fixing this boundary 
at the centre of the main ship channel, as it 
then existed. But the present canal is 
quite different from the channel mentioned 
by the Commissioners chosen under the 
treaty of Ghent to define the boundary 
line, as they did seven or eight years later, 
in 1822. In fact, there has even been an 
intervening canal, constructed a few years 
before the civil war, at a cost of $70,000. 
At that time a Board of Trade of Chicago 
or Buffalo urged the Canadian Government 
to contribute toward what would evidently 
be a useful waterway for both countries, 
and Canada responded with an appropria- 
tion of $20,000, This is perhaps the 
source of the impression in Canada that its 
Government has some sort of pecuniary in- 
terest in the present canal across the St. 
Clair Flats. But the present canal was 
really built about ten years later than the 
old joint one, and cost over half a million, 
every dollar of the expense being borne by 
the United States Government. It fort- 
unately happened that the question of lo- 
cality was directly raised at that time, in 
consequence of an express injunction of 
Congress that the new canal must be built 
entirely within territory of the United 
States. The result of that legislation was 
the drawing of a new line for the present 


canal about half a mile distant, it is said, 
from the old one, to which the Canadians 
now refer on the evident supposition that 
there has practically never been but 
one canalline. Of course, it remains a pos- 


sibility that through some engineering 
error when the present canal was built, 
twenty years ago, a portion of its length or 
of its width was carried across the bound- 
ary line. Should this be the fact, the in- 
vestigations instituted by the War Depart- 
ment will duly make it known. It is, how- 
ever, meanwhile a fair presumption that 
since a United States engineer built the 
canal of 1858, to which Canada contrib- 
uted, and since afterward our Engineer 
Corps built the one constructed from 
1868 to 1870, no such error was made, 
especially after the large expenditure in- 
volved had caused the location to be limited 
by Congress in the way already mentioned. 
Indeed, up to a recent date there never was 
any question as to the ownership. The 
lighthouses at either end of the canal are 
maintained by our Government, and even 
less than three months ago the War De- 
partment asked legislation in regard to 
keeping it clear on the ground that it be- 


‘longed to the United States. It is safe to 


say that should the curront inquiry show 
that even a few yards of its course infringe 
upon Canadian domains, the line will be 


‘promptly altered.to brig it wholly within } 


our territory ; but even then no blocking of 
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it would be: lawfal.under the treaty of | 


Washington or at all probable even if law- 
ful. : 


THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 
If some of the *principal leaders, among 


the Knights of Labor had, at anearly age, . 


been apprenticed to a master of the arts of 
deception and bluster and had spent many 
years in the careful study and practice of 
both they could hardly have been more 
thoroughly qualified for the task under- 
taken by them when they decided to hood- 
wink their followers. In their attempt to 
browbeat the rest of the world they have 
not been so successful. 

The first part of the task has been com- 
paratively easy; the last succeeded for a 
time far better than it deserved. One of 
the few newspapers that had the honésty to 


‘give the Knights their due and the courage 


to expose the dishonesty of some of their 
leaders was THE Times. The latter told 
the truth about the management of the 
order when it was at the height of its 
power and disregarded the threats of the 
office holders who boasted they would de- 
stroy-the antagonist that dared to tell the 
truth about them. : 

Since that period THE TrMEs has been re- 
inforced, and its most effective allies have 
been drawn from the ranks of the organiza- 
tion that, according’ to: THz Times, was 
manipulated by a few for their personal 
benefit. The truth of this charge has since 
become evident to the greater number of 
Knights in the country. 

Desertions from the ranks in the last 
two years have come thick and fast, 
not by thousands, but by hundreds of 
thousands. The toilers who formed the 
great army were forced, much against their 
will, to the conviction that the principles 
of the order were utterly disregarded by 
men who had been given places of honor 
and profit; that they were only intended te 
govern the men who supported the order 
and not for those who were supported by it. 
Many lost heart, and, satisfied that labor 
had once more been made the cat’s-paw of 
designing men, withdrew from the order. 
But many remained, dissatisfied with their 
conditien, feeling sure they were the vic- 
tims of imposition, but hoping for better 
times, or, in other words, for better rulers. 

Among the latter class was THomas B. 
BARRY. He had been a Knight of Labor 
almost since the inception of the organiza- 
tion. He had proved himself, his fellow- 
workers thought, the friend of labor. In 
fighting labor’s battles, rightly or wrongly, 
he had. spent the sayings of years. In the 
natural course of things he should have 
expected nothing in return. Asking for 
nothing, he was elected a member of the 
General Executive Board. In that position 
he did his utmost to advance the .cause 
the board was supposed to champion. He 
quickly discovered that the duty of a lead- 
er, as the leaders defined it, was not, as the 
constitution of the order declared, to do the 
greatest good to the greatest number, but 
to work openly or secretly for self. Being 
an honest man, and perhaps not sufficiently 
politic, he made enemies of members of the 
board who were politic but not honest. 
He was told plainly, not to say brutally, 
that if he entertained such Arcadian no- 
tions he must either get rid of them or find 
himself in a hopeless minority. 

BaRRY was defiant. He could not be 
convinced that the great body of the 
Knights could be hoodwinked. He declared 
his belief that the order would stand by its 
truefriends. Experierice hasshown him his 
mistake. BARRY made a strong fight and 
was worsted, apparently. A few days ago he 
resigned his membership in the Executive 
Board. In his letter of resignation he in- 
forms POWDERLY and the Executive Board 
that the step was taken because he could 
“no longer endure to be a witness to the 
many farces and deceptions practiced upon 
the innocent masses.” He had found that 
‘one of the réquirements of a member of 
the board is to be a party to fraud that 
leaves the uftithinking masses to hunger, 
with nothing for them but promises never 
intended to be kept.” 

At this late day Mr. Barry tells what 
Tuer TIMES disclosed a couple of years ago. 
He believed in the policy of. reform within 
the order. He has discovéred, after a long 
struggle, that he was unable to accomplish 
his task. He hopes the order will live, but 
tells PowpERLY that if cannot live long 
unless the policy of deception comes to a 
speedy end. 

BaRRY’sS resignation leaves the General 
Executive Board with exactly a quorum. 
CARLETON resigned for reasons equally as 
good as BARRY’s. Hays resigned to take 
LITCHMAN’s place as Secretary. The board 
has now but four members—BAILEY, Ma- 
GUIRE, and AYLESWORTH, with POWDERLY 


asan ex officiomember. BAILEY and BARRY 
worked together, so that the aftairs of the 
order are to-day in the hands of POWDERLY 
and MAGUIRE, who control AYLESWORTH. 


Meanwhile the order. has been going to 


the dogs. Less than three years ago amem- 
ber of the General Executive Board de- 
clared that the membership of the order in 
the United States and Canada was about 


3,000,000. This was, of course, a falsehood. 


The Secretary’s report for 1885 put the 


membership at 543,262, for 1886 at about 
720,000, for 1887 at 482,791. To-day the 
membership is littlé more than 200,000. 
Within two years there was about $150,- 
000 in the treasury. To-day the order is in 
debt. 

It would seem to impartial minds as if 
there was work to do at the next General 
Assembly by the men who have the inter- 


ests of labor—represented by the Knights 
of Labor—really at heart.

OBITUARY. 


COL. GEORGE W. WALLACE. 
Col. George W. Wallace, who died at 


Orange, N. J., yesterday morning, was one of 
the veterans of the United States service. His 
military career was a long one, beginning in 
1839 and ending in 1870, when he received his 
retirement. Col. Wallace was a native of Penn- 


sylvania and received his appointment to the 
army from that State.

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SENATOR SABIN’S SEAT. 


A QUIET BUT DETERMINED CONTEST IN 
MINNESOTA. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Oct. 12.—The liveliest © 
political contest of tne present campaicn is uow 
being fought on the quiet in Minnesota. So far 
little regarding the aetual battle has appeared 
in print. Atthe present time there are three 
men engaged in the contest, and the prize is D. 
M. Sabin’s seat in the United States Senate. 
Senator Sabin is a candidate to succeed himself 
of course, and his aggressive Republican oppo- 
nent is Gen. W. LD. Washburn. Ignatius Don- 
nelly, be of the unique politica! and literar - 
ord, is actively tra ne to getin per dg ~ 
head both Sabin and Washburn in the decisive 
heat to be run in the State legislative halis next 
Winter. The Senatorial campaign seems to be 
conducted atrictly on the stili-huns pian, 

The laying ot the proper po‘iticai wires and 
the building of candidates fences began more 
than two years age. Less than a year azo there 
Were no less than six men fizuring on filling the 
Stillwater man’s shoes. Among them were C. 
A. Pillsbury, ex-Gev. John 8. Pillsbury, R. B. 
Langdon, H. B. Strait, and ex-Gov. Hubbard. 
But the contest has narrowed down between 
Washburn and Sabin. The latter has spent 
considerable time during the Summer repairing 
fences. He is said to have found apparition 
Where it was least expected. Gen. Washburn 
has done no open work, but his campaign has 
been vigorously pushed just the same. A pe- 
culiar feature of it is that some uf the 
older politicians who have worked with 
him in past campaigns are now his bitterest 
opponents. These old war horses are working 
tor Sabin. Another strange feature of the cam- 
paign is the fact that the army of ‘“‘Kids” who 
epposed Washburn’s election as a delegate to 
the Chicago convention, are now ameng his 
Warmest supporters. Of the candidates ror the 
Legisjature already nominated by the Republic- 
ans the Washburn men claim to have a major- 
ity, but they are not wild enough to claim that 
Washburn has a sure thing. 

The Sabin men are doing their work under the 
surface. But a leading Sabin man let drop a 
remark in St. Paul the other day which has set 
the epposition guessing. The remark was this: 
“If Gem. Washburn succeeds in securing the 
majority of the Republican lezislators elected 
this Fall it will not beat Sabin, not by a jugful.” 
That is an innocent little statement seemingly, 
but, nevertheless, it has set the opposition to 
hustling for facts. They claim to have found a 
very fleshy Senegambian in Sabin’s political 
fences, but they are keeping very shady with the 
intormation. There are vague rumors of a 
deal between Sabin on one side and “ Jim” Hill, 
“Pat” Kelly, “Mike” Doran, and President 
Cleveland on the other. This, it is given out, 
is a compact by whick enough Democratic leg- 
islative votes are tobe delivered to Sabin to 
assure his election. All along, during Sabin’s 
term in office, there has been a friendly feeling 
between the Stillwater man and the powers that 
bein the Democratic Party. Sabin would be 
more acceptable to the Democrats than any 
other Republican.’ The election of Washburn 
would bea bitter pill tothe Democrats, espe- 
clally to ‘‘ Jim” Hill. Hill and Washburn are 
opponents in the railroad business and 
in many other ways. Washburn is 
a Republican from the ground up, 
and, added to this, is the leader of the protec- 
tionists in Minnesota. Sabin has no pronounced 
views on the tariff, and is anything bat a parti- 
san in politics. Mr. Cleveland has always ad- 
vised with Sabin regarding appointments in 
Minnesota. This has strengthened Sabin with 
the Democrats but caused the Republican lead- 
ers tolose confidence in him. It will net be 
very strange if Sabin receives Democratic votes 
im the coming Legislature. It was Democratic 
votes that elevated the almost unknown prison 
man to the Senate six years ago. This rumor 
is given for what it is worth, but, true or not, 
it is giving the friends of Gen. Washburn cause 
for sleepless nights. 

Gen. Washburn will probably win a majority 
of thé votes of the Republican members elected 
this Fall to the lower house. A canvass ef the 
members of the Senate, elected two years acu 
has recently been made and it is understood 
that a@ majority of them favor Washburn’s 
candidacy. The unique factor in the race is 
Ignatius Donnelly. His position and chances 
have already been outlined. Tne Sage bases 
his hepes of election upon a dead-lock netween 
Sabin and Washburn and the election of a suf- 
ficient number favorabie to his candidacy te 
give him the baianee of power.

—MR. O’DONOHUE’S EFFORTS—SPEC-

Politicians are discussing, not only the 
probability of unien between the Demo- 
catic factions on the Congressional, <As- 
sembly, and Aldermanic tickets, but 
also the possibility of the withdrawal 
of the county tickets of both Tammany 
and the Ceunty Demoeracy, and the substitu- 
tion for them of a ticket made up of the names 
ofmen inimical to either organization. But 
this possibility, it is admitted, is very remote. 

It is agreed that the declaration made 

by Mr. Grant on Thursday, that. he would 

willingly withdraw from the contest if 

Mr. Hewitt would do _ likewise, was 

a stroke of good politics, but no astute politi- 

cian is ready to believe it anything else. Yet, 

on the basis of Sheriff Grant’s declaration, 

Joseph J. O’Donohue has begun, with a flourish 

of trumpets, a movement to ferce beth the 

Mayoralty candidates out of the field with the 

threat that the’ down-town business men who 


have the interest of the Democratic national 
ticket at heart will vote solidly against the one 
that insists on staying. 

Mr. O'Donohue brought the matter before the 
Executive Committee of the Down-Town Busi- 
ness Men’s Association of Cleveland Clubs on 
Thursday. It was discussed with much inter- 
est, but no action was taken.

When she poses for the amateur 
photographer she dons the short skirts of her 
days of artistic triumph, and shows that she 
still retains much of her fermer skill. Mod- 
esty is net one of her virtues. The most 
dashing young ballerfhe is not franker than she. 

This woman strikes the key-nete of the French 

piece. This explanation ef the difference be- 

tween that character and the one nightly im- 

personated with such brisk, keen humor by Mrs. 

Gilbert sufticiently indicates the difference be- 

tween the French farce and the Americar 

adaptation. Henri Duval, the deliciously droll 
son-in-law, inventéd by Bisson and Mars, has 
exactly the same experience as Adolphus 

Doubledot, though there may be just a shade 

of meaning in the one that is not ex- 

pressed in the other. On the whole we 

guess there is, Duval is ‘essentially a 

Parisian young man, and his point of view 

is strictly Parisian. Doubledot passes very 

well for a New-Yorker, When Duval'’s unhappy 
father-in-law. recounting his experiences during 
the tour, forgetfully uses the plural pronoun, 

M. Coquelin’s surprised exclamation ‘‘ Nous!” 

has a deal more significance than Mr. Drew’s’ 

“We!” When Duval is in doubt his ample 

knowledge of Parisian life helps him out. His 

second wife, thouxh she is the same sweet little 
thing that is reproduced by Miss Rehan. at 


Daly’s, knows a. thing or twoalso. The look of 
surprise seon vanishes from their faces and they 
laugh heartily. 

The performance of “Les Surprises du Di- 
vorce” at Palmer’s Theatre last evening was 
perhaps the most finished representation of 
French comedy in the original tongue ever given 
in this country. So far as the portrayal of the 
principal character by M. Coquelin was con- 
cerned, it was of superlative excellence; but 
every part was adequately rendered; Mme. 
Patrv’s performance of the mother-in-law was 
deliciously humorous and elaborate in detail; 
Mine. Rose, who hds hitherto had important 
réles, contributed a life-like sketch of a 
serving maid with, perbaps, 10 lines 
to speak; Duquesne, whose remarkable 
adaptability has, been shown during the 
week in réles as varicd aa Ohnet’s Philipps, 
Augier’s Fabrice,de Banville’s Louis XI., and 
Bisson’s de Morard, was continuously amusing 
as Bourgeneuf, the original of the comic elderly 
person portrayed by James Lewis. . An actor so 
versatile could ecarcely be expected to equal 
Mr. Lewis in his own particular field; but M. 
Duquesne’s impersonation was natural and con- 
vincing and his ‘‘make-up” was admirable. 
Jean Coquelin, Mile. Barety, formerly of the 
Paris Odéon, and Mile, Kerwich were equally 
satisfactory in their respective réles, Too much 
praise cannot be accorded to these French 
comedians for the perfection of ensemble 
exhibited in their perfermances. The in- 
dividual force of M. Coquelin is, of course, 
the uppermost in the mind of the spectator 
when the play is over, and the artistic work of 
the suberdinate players is apg to_be overlooked 
in commenting upon the plavs. But it is well 
to remind playgoera that the representations 
now current at Palmer's Theatre are not after 
the usual fashion of theatrical exhibitions in 
which distinguished “stars” are concerned. 
They are thoroughly good in every part, and all 
persens who esteem the drama as an art should 
see them. 

The audience last night was as large as usual, 
which is to say that the theatre was crowded in 
every part. It was an uncommonly brilliant 
audience, too. The most distinguishe! lady in 
this republican land was there, and hun- 
dreds of persons of note were to be observed 
in the boxes and orchestra chairs, There 
was continuous laughterand applause duriag 
the performance of ** Les Surprises du Divorce;” 
the fun of the piece was thorougi: » appreciated; 
the memory of Coquelin’s performance ought to 
last a lifetime. Some ofthe expressions of his 
eountenance or some of the tones of his voice 
recalled in melancholy moments will be apt to 
restore Many @ person to zood humor, 

Whiie the character of Duval 1s not one of M, 
Coquelin’s original creations, none of us will be 
likely to tind fault with him for adding it to his 
repertery for the American tour. [t1s an ex- 
ceedingly humorous character, and it keeps 
Coquelin in view for nearly threa hours. The 
preminent traits of this character are self- 
importance and irascibility. Duval is con- 
vinced that his musical compositions are 
of surpassing merit, [t is natural 
that he should be perfectly satisfied when ho 
finds a wife who entertains the same opinion. 
Coquelin’s treatment of the “ Desert Isle” scene 
is inimitable. His musing in the throes of me- 
lodic invention,and his vexation because no one 
else in the household is as deeply interested in 
the unfinished operetta as he is  bim- 
self, are irresistibly amusing. His 
facial expression, constantly changing, 
suits every mood perfectly. Tuere is a whole 
volume of human nature in his remonstrancé 
with his father-in-law: ‘I married the daughter 
of a widower!” His scenes of violence with 
the uneonquerable mother-in-law are carried 
to the extreme limits of farce without seem- 
ing unnatural because of his influence upon 
the spectators. He seems to strike a new note 
every instant; everything he does, every tone 
of his voiee, expresses something. Vivacity and 
volubility are necessarily the principal quali- 
ties of his acting in such aréle, but the details 
are minute and innumerable. The apparition 
of Mme. Bonivard two yearsafter Duval thought 
he bad got rid of her forever wasa scene that 
kept the audience In roars of laughter for many 
minutes. The expression on Coquelin’s face as 
he crouched on the sofa was a study fer a 
painter; but so is every 6xpression on his face 
In every mood he undertakes to reprosent, and 
the less important passages were quite as enter- 
taining as the stroug climaxes.

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ST. LAWRENOCH OANAL BREAK. 


AN ACCIDENT WHICH VERY SERIOUSLY 
AFFECTS CANADIAN SHIPPERS. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 12.—Transportation com- 
panies, vessel owners, and merchants interested 
in the transportation of grain received tele- 
grams early this morning from Cornwall to the 
effect that there had been a bad break in the 
canal at that place, and that St. Lawrence navi- 
gation would be interrupted for some weeks. As 
there are scores of vessels, with hundreds of 
thousands of bushels of grain and thousands of 
tons of freight, heading up and down toward 
this canal, and as there is no passing the St. 
Lawrence at that point (where the long Sault 
Rapids are) except through the canal, the con- 
sternation caused by the news may be imag- 
ined. Mr. Thomson, Manager of the Mentreal 
Transportation Company, said: 

“Tnere is.a bad breakin the Cornwall canal. 
We first heard of it through a telegram and later 
atelephone message from the captain of the 
company’s steamer Jessie Hall, which is detain- 


ed there. The captain reports that the break 
ocourred at two o’clock|this morning, when 250 ft, 
of the mud embankment, on the three river side 
et 3-mile level nad been burst away and swept 
down toward the river. The rush of water was 
80 great that a large piece of the actual bed of 
the canal was carried away. The embank- 
Tjoent at this point is a built one, there be- 
ing no cutting on the level. The captain, who 
was on the &pot, says the break is the werst one 
on record, and that it would be hard work to fix 
it in two weeks. No vessels were damaged, be- 
caase there were no vessels in the upper level 
at the time of the break. In this respect the 
accident is not a repetition of the disastrous 
Lachine Canal break of afew years ago, when 
great damage was done to vessels in the ¢anal 
and when over 100,000. bushels of grain were 
destroyed.” 

* An accident could hardly hayo taken’ place 
atany time since the opening of navigation 
when legs damage and inconveniences would be 
caused, for the reason that never since the 
opening of navigation has there been so little 
stutl afloat heading for Kingston as to-day. At 
the same time the joss will be considerable and 
will be largely of an indirect character, suffered 
by the different vessel owners. With a ig od 
telephone system along this canal, such as has 
been urged time and again upon the Govern- 
ment, such an accident could not have occurred, 
tor the reason that with the well organized staff 
the leak could not have escaped observation, 
and a communication telephoned to a compe- 
tent Superintendent would have brought upon 
the scene within an hour a force sufficient to 
make all safe.” 

Mr, Stewart, General Manager of the Kingston 
and Mentreai Forwarding Company,’ was next 
seen. He said: “Our company has two steam 
tugsand nine barges above the level of the 
breas, most of the vessels being at Prescott, 
where they have been detained by Jew water. 
The vessels are loaded with 5,000 tons of coal 
and 40,000 bushels of corn. The company has 
also 1,000,000 bushels of grain waiting trans- 
portation at Kingston. Some ofthe grain is for 
the steamship Corinthian, now in port and al- 
ready detained owing to the non-arrival of the 
grain. ‘rhe break oceurred at Moulimette, and 
must have been due to carelessness. The season 
ot open navigation closes Noy. 15, and the 
break coming at this time virtually closes the 
eanal for the remaining period.” r 

Mr. Murray, President of the Beaver Line. 
said the break was a very serious matter indeed, 
reowey if it shouid last two or three weeks, 
“We have alot of freight tying beyond the 
break, but we can arrange other cargo and get 
our boats out. The affair is most serious and 
will navea bad effect if itis protracted.” Other 
steamship agents talked to the same effect. 


KILLED BY STRIKERS. 


THOMAS WARDELL SHOT DURING A RIOT 
‘AT THE BEVIER MINES. 

Macon, Mo., Oct. 12.—The strike of the 
miners in the Bevier coal district culminated 
to-day in a riot, in which Thomas Wardell, the 
leading coal operator of this section of the State, 
was shot and killed. Twe years age there was 
just such another strike, and it was ended by 
the killing of three negroes and the destruction 
of thousands of dollars worth of property. Ten 
days ago the miners, who number about 1,000, 
madea demand for an increase in the scale ef 


wages. The demand was refused and a strike 
followed. 

The feeling against Wardell grew very bitter, 
and when it was rumored that he proposed to 
import men to take the places of the strikers his 
life was threatened. Monday morning an acent 
in Chicago sent about 200 men to Bevier to sup- 
ply the places of the strikers. These men 
were won over by the strikers on the 
promise that their board and lodging 
would be provided free until the trouble was 
settled. Soon the strikers ran out of provis- 
ions and money, and yesterday an ‘application 
was made to the County Court for relief. The 
court could not grant the appeal and the min- 
ers retired in a desperate mood. At noon 
to-day a carload of 70 men arrived from Chi- 
cago in care of Thomas Wardell, Jr., and F, 
L. Loomis, son of W. F. Loomis of the firm ef 
Loomis & Snively. 

The rumor that the men would arrive reaehed 
town ahead of the train and there was a big 
crowd of strikers at the station waiting for the 
train. Fearing trouble, the new men were sent 
on te Brodkfield, the next station west. 
Thomas Wardell, Sr., was at the station, and 
when the train pulled out without leaving the 
men, the crowd of strikers, some 100 in number, 
began to guy him and taunt him about 
his new men, Wardell answered in forci- 
ble language. Then some one threw a 
stone at him. One of the small boys in the 
crowd, itis sai_, threw it. Wardell ran to his 
buggy and, pniling a revolver, fired a shot at 
the crowd. The bullet went high and instantly 
n dozen revolvers were leveled at Wardell. 
There were a dozen reports and he fell dead. 1t 
ws said that he shot twice after falling and 
hit a couple of miners, but the wounded could:

SOME FACTS IN CONNECTION WITH 
HIS DISGRACEFUL AOTS. 


MonTREAL, Oct. 12.—The true inward- 
ness of the disgraceful scene at the reception of 
Lieut.-Gov. Angers on Wednesday has been 
made public this evening. It appears that at 
the Council meeting-on Monday Acting Mayor 
Clendenning was drunk in the chair. In con- 
sequence he refused to put the motions made by 
members to the meeting, and the Council broke 
up in a scene of disorder unparalelied in 
its history. The next day Clendenning, 
who was still on the spree, visited 
the City Hall, and, gaining aceess to the 
Mayor’s private chamber, he donned the full 
robes of office, including the sword of civio 


state, and then visited each of the civic depart- 
ments in turn, informing the astonished clerks 
that he was the only ruler of ‘the city, and if 
they did not mind their ‘Ps’ and “Qs” they 
would be treated te scant mercy at his hands. 
Some of the Aldermen witnessed these mad 
antics of their ruler for the time being,fand, as 
they feared he would disgraee both himself and 
the citv at the reception of the Governor, they 
put up a job to set him stiil dranker, as this was 
the ouly way they could think ef keeping him 
from the City Hall on Wednesday. 

Alderman Prefontaine, the leader of the 
Freneh party in the Council, gave $20 to two 
sperting men to fix the festive Mayor. He theh 
immediately made a bet with a friend of Clen- 
denning of $5 that the latter would not read 
the address to the Governor. The sporting men 
carried out their instructions to the letter and 
made Clendenning boiling drunk. At noon he 
fell asleep and was locked up in a room in one 
of the leading restaurants in the city, and 
shortly before the hour fixed fer the reception 
he awoke and rapped at the doer to 
get out. No one paid attention to 
the rapping, and then the  drink-crazed 
Mayor bevan to smash the furniture, and after 
dving $200 worth of damage he gained his lib- 
erty by breaking down the door with a chair. 
He reached the city Council Chamber too late 
to read the address, and Prefontaine won his bet. 

The subsequent action of Clendenning nas al- 
ready been published. Speaking to Alderman 
Col, Stevenson to-night, THe TIMES'S corre- 
spondent asked: “Will Clendenning resign ?” 
*We won't give him the chance,” was the re- 
ply. “If the law will allow we will kiek him 
out of the Council.”

THE DEMOORATIO NATIONAL 
COMMITTEE BLAMED. 
INJUDICIOUS SPEAKERS DID HARM IN 
CONNECTICUT, YET CLEVELAND WILL 

CARRY THE STATE. 

HartrorpD, Oct. 12.—It has been said in 
letters to THe Times concerning the political 
situation in this State that the conduct of the 
Democratic campaign is not entirely satis- 
factory to all the members of the party. Mr. A. 
E. Burr, editor of the Times of this city, is one 
of the gentlemen who believes that different 
methods of work weuld be better. ‘‘ I say with- 
out hesitation,” he remarked to-day, ‘‘ that the 
National Committee is slaughtering us in Con- 
necticut.” 

I gathered in a*long interview with Mr. Burr 
that one of the things he ebjects to is the tone 
of the speeches delivered by some of the speak- 
ers sent inte this State by the National Com- 
mittee. Mr. Burr has been connected with the 
Times for 50 years, and is generally eredited 
with being one of the best-pested men on the 
politics of the State te be found. He is & man 
whose judgment is considered excellent and 
whose opinion is of valus. He is one of the 
Electors at Large for Connecticut and a sincere 
tariff reformer, though averse to anything that 
would hint at free trade. ‘ Théy even call me 
@ protectionist,’ be sail with a laugh, in re- 
ferring to his views upon the tariff auestion, 

Mr. Burr says that some of the speakers who 
have been sentinto Connecticut are men who 
are entirely unfamiliar with the State and with 
the relations which generully prevailed be- 
tween employer and employed. They have, he 


po gone at the subjectin aslap-dash way, 
called the manufacturers of the State bloated 
monopolists who sought te grind down the 
workingmen, and in effect said things which 
if believed would antagonize the men to their 
employers. Mr. Burr does not believe that the 
manufacturers of Connecticut are such men as 
these ready talkers assert. He thinks that they 
are inclined to be considerate of their employes 
and have no desire to treat them as tie coal 
miners of Pennsylvania, for instance, treat their 
men. He believes that any declarations tending 
to make workingmen believe otherwise, are, 
though generally resented, caiculated to hurt 
the party, and are, to putit mildly, ill-advised. 

Nor is Mr. Burr pleased with the National 
Committee's treatment of the State. Mr. Will- 
iam H. Barnum’s idea of letting the State drift 
along til! election day and then jumping in and 
carrying it is not one with which be is in sym- 
pathy. He believes ina progressive campaign 
where the party crows in strength from day to 
day, andin which the election of the party 
ticket is a natural and logical culmination. That 
this has been a sa ae campaign and that 
the national ticket has grownin strength since 
the free-trade scare subsided has apparently 
come about in spite of Mr. Barnum, 

That the scare has subsided seems beyend 
doubt. The Republie-ns were slow to recognize 
this, much less to admit it, for without a scare 
they had not left aieg on which to stand, and 
even now they are claiming that there will ibe 
large defections from the Democrats because of 
fear of tariffreform. The elaim is an insult to 
the intelligence of the Connecticut workingman, 
which they insist upon as vigorously as do the 
Democrats, but the party haa so often insulted 
workingmen in tois way that it has come to 
consider it safe fodo so. They admit that their 
State ticket does not commend itself to work- 
ingmeu any more than it does toa goed many 
Republicans, and is therefore likely to weaken 
the national ticket. Already they are privately 
admitting that Mr. Bulkeley, their candidate for 
Governor, will stand second at the polis to 
Mr. Morris, the Democratic candidate, but 
they are counting upen the election of a Repub- 
lican Legislature and expect to get from that 
what the popular vote of the State will deny 
them. Mr. unsbury, the present Governor, 
had less votes, by nearly 2,000, than Mr. 
Cleveland, his Democratic opponent, but Mr. 
Cleveland did not have a majority, as required 
by the law of the &tate to elect, and the cheice 
went to the Republican Legislature, which did 
what Republican Legislatures in this State have 
often done, deliberately set aside the will of the 
peopie and voted Mr. Lounsbury in. By the 
same method Mr. Bulkeley expects te be Gov- 
error of Connecticut. That he will be elected 
by the peonle is not probable, 

That the Legislature of a State usually 'Deme- 
cratic is usually Republican, is due to the 
‘rotten borough” system of representation, 
which will be exterminatea, as it should be, 
should a Democratic Legislature or a just Re- 
publican one again meet at the Capitol. In 1818 
@ law was adopted providing that all towns to 
be created in the future should have but one 
Representative in the lower braneh of the Legis- 
lature, though those then in existence were en- 
titled to two, This was legislating for pos- 
terity with a vengeance. The cendition of at- 
fairs is extraordinary, The town ef New-Haven, 
whioh includes the city ef that name, cast in 
1884 15,449 votes. Thetown of Union in the 
game year cast 113 votes. Yet the town 
of New-Havern and the town of Union have 
an equal number of Representatives inthe lower 
house—two. In that election the town of Beacon 
Falls, in New-Haven County, cast 110 votes, 
and the town of Naugatuck cast 970, By the 
census of 1880 the property valuation of Beacon 
Fails, or what is called the Grand List, was 
$275,385. That of Naugatuck was $1,730,682. 
Each of these towns has one Representative. 
There were in the last Legislature 24 Senaters, 
one from each of the Senatorial districts, and 
248 Representatives. The curious spectacle 
is presented of a Senate which comes much 
nearer being a representative body than does 
the lower house. Asthe rural districts are as 
well represented as ure the cities it results in a 
granger Legislature, and as the former are more 
generally Republican than Democratic the Re- 

ublicans control the Legislature. In the last 

gislature the Republican majority ona joint 


- ballot was 30. 


Returning again to the interview with Mr. 
Burr, I asked him why he believed. Connecti- 
cut would cast its Electoral vote for Mr. Cleve- 
land. ‘Te begin with,” he said, “we never say 
in the Zimes we believe a thing is so unless we 
think itis, and we say we believe that Mr. 
Cleveland will havea plurality in this State. 
There are three reasons why I believe Mr. 
Cleveland will carry Counecticut. One is that 
the State is naturally Democratic. It was taken 
away frem us in 1880, but it came back in 1884, 
and belongs in the Democratic eolumn. An- 
other reasen is the activity and probable 
strength of the Prohibitionists. They are mak- 
ing the best campaign they have ever made, 
and they are bound to poll a large vote. The 
third reason is that we have with us this year 
most of the Irish-americans who voted against 
us in 1884 and nearly every one of the Muz- 
wumps who voted with us, The Irish-American 
defection was a serious blow to us, They be- 
longed to the party and we feli theirloss. As 
to the Mugwumps, we treat them and speak of 
them ditferentiy in thie State than they doin 
some ether parts of the country. They are 
among our most respected busiress and profes- 
sional men, and we act toward them as we do 
toward other men of their high standing. They 
are pretty generally satistied with Mr. Cleve- 
land, and are willing to help re-elect him, 
though there are. of course, some who voted 
against Mr. Blaine perasonaliy who will be will- 
ing te voile for Gen. Harrison because he is the 
candidate of the party to which they have be- 
longed.” . 

Iuquiry as to the Mugwumps and the Irish- 
Americans bears out Mr. Burr’s statement. In 
New-Britain, where Mr. Blaine had a large 
Irish-American vote, the Republicans have 
tried this year to organize an Irish-American 
club, and have failed miserably. 

Since writing the above I have met and talked 
for some time with a gentleman whose name 
and position he desires should not be printed, 
but whois in a position to know pretty nearly 
what the workingmen of the State think about 
the tariff or any other question. He says there 
is net in Connecticut 10-day a vestige of a free- 
trade scare.

Tothe Rditor of the New. York Times: 

Mr. Blaine in’ his great speech at Grand 
Rapids takes the Hon. Don Dickinson, the 
Pestmaster-General. to task about certain as- 
sertions Mr. Dickinson made that New-England 
is thriving under protection at the expense of 
the West. Mr. Blaine in a burst of indignation 
tries to show the great advantage both the West 
and South derive from New-England. But let 
me give the statement as reported. Mr. Blaine 
said: 

““Well, I have been busy for a day or two past 
securing some statistics on the Feo ig of New-Eng- 
land taking nothing from the est. In the first 

lace, I find that she takes between 600,000 and 

0,006 toms of grain annually. She raises only 4 

ercent. of what her people use for breadstuff. 
ext, we had only 60,000,000 pounds of wool grown 
annually by the farmers of the country when the 
free-trade tariff was in operation just before the 
war. Under the effect of the protective tariff we 
have increased the ameunt of wool, grown blmost 
allin the West, to 300,000,000 pounds annually, and 
it brings a vast aggregate of nearly $100, 000 to 
the farmers of the country. Mr. Cleveland recom- 
mends that the duty on wool be repealed, and that we 
shall put the wool grower of the West on the same 
year as the wool grower of AMstralia and Canada. 
he Republicans say ‘No,’ and nacre = age ot 
which Mr. Dickinson speaks so disrespectfully, takes 
every Phew! half of that entire wool — and pays the 
West $45,000,000 a year for it. Besides, as New- 
England needs bre tor which she pays the West 
,000,000 a year, she needs also provisions—which 
include all forms of meat—and for that, and poult: 
in addition, imported from the West, Now-England 
pays the farmers of these Western States $565,- 
00,000 a year. Moreover, the people of the East 
want some butter to spread on their bread, and they 
do not make much at home, so they pay the West 
over $3,000,008 a year for that.” Y 

Before I say anything else about this formi- 
dable array of statistics [ wish to point eut to 
the great leader of the Republican Party that 
there are two sides te this purehase of commod- 
ities of New-England from the West and South, 
namely: Mr. Blaine nor any other inferior 
biped in this country willorcan assert that 
New-England paid any higher price for bread- 
stuffs, provisions, dairy produce, and cotton 


than was prevalent in the markets of London 
and Liverpool, (always deducting Seige and 
charges,) where the Western farmer and South- 
ero planter has to compste with the truly pau- 
per labor of India, Egypt, Turkey, and Russia. 

ence the Western farmer is no more beholden 
to the New-England States fer the products 
they buy than they would be beholden to get 
change for a silver dollar and _ receive 
10 dimes for it As for the cotton 
planters, Surely Mr, Blaine must admit that if 
cotten was cheaper in European markets, in 
India, or Egypt, it would be freely imported, as 
cotton now isfreeof duty. Well, then, as the 
farmers and planters have to sell to New-Eng- 
land their product at the market priceof the 
world, how does the case stand if they want to 
buy any manufactures from the New-Englana 
States? Here isasample of the protection: 
Cotton goods protected in average, 40 per cent. ; 
woolen goods, 67 per cent.; copper and brass 
ware, 45 per cent. And, it is unfortunate 
enough to assume that in most instances the 
protectionists of New-England exact the full 
pound of flesh that pretection gives them. 
Hence, let the farmers and planters judge for 
themselves the one-sided trade or exchange of 
commodities between the Western States and 
New-England. In short, the present tariff is 
not only a heavy tax, but a heavy legal robbery. 

Now as to Mr. Blaine’s statistics. It is really 
very unfortunate that se brilliant a man as Mr. 
Biaine is obliged to trust to those who so 
awfully mislead him in figures. Here is an ex- 
ample which is so astonishing that it will pretty 
well vitiate all the rest. Mr. Blaine said: 
“Moreover, the people of the East want seme 
butter to spread on their bread, and they do not 
make much at heme, so they pay the West over 
$3,000,000 a year for that.” New let me give 
the facts of this astounding butter assertion. 
In 1879-80, during the census year, the whole 
amount of butter produced on farms in the 
“United States and Territories was 777,250,287 
pounds. (Seven hundred and seventy-seven mill- 
tons two hundred and fifty thousand two hundred 
and eighty-seven pounds.) 

Well, then, our population in reund numbers 
was a trifle over 50,000,000, which gives a 
consumption of 1515 pounds per capita, leaving 
outsome 12,000,000 pounds that we export.

Their consumption of butter per 
capita—say even at 16 pounds per annum— 
would have been 64,168,464 pounds.

QUINN IN POSSESSION. 





HE EXECUTES A FLANK MOVEMENT ON 
THE ENEMY AT PYTHAGORAS HALL. 
There was a fight at Pythagoras Hall last 

evening, and James E. Quinn and his faction

Nolan ran after him and caught 
him by the coliar, and the two men h a 
tussle. Quinn’s friends ran to his rescue, and a 
rough-and-tumble fight followed in which Nolan 
was worsted and thrown into the middle of the 
store, while theQuinnites ran into the buildingand 
pulled to the door behind them. Nolan managed 
to open it a little, and was struck on the hands 
with a stick by some one inside. Hethen pulled 
a pistol, and again opened the door alittle and 
threatened to shoot, but each time gota whack 
onthe hands. Then the sound of crowbars and 
chisels was heard inside. The Quinnites were 
becoking ooee the Secretary’s and Master Work-. 
man’s Offices. They next broke open the front 
door, and Quinn shouted police. 

To Officer Strutt, who ran up, he sheuted, 
“We are peaceable men and have got possession 
by erder of court.” Nolan wanted to have them 
arrested, but the officer, after reading the er- 
der, declined to interfere. A large crowd col- 
lected on the sidewalk but was dispersed by 
the police. The Quinnites then walked about 
the rooms in triumph, making sarcastic re- 
marks about the anti-Quinn faction. In the 
Secretary’s office they did not find a singie 
book. The anti-Quinn men had thoughtfully 
removed them all some time ago. 


A GOOD IHING TO SHUN. 
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YOUNG MEN WARNED AGAINST ENTER- 
ING THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

“The Civil Service as an Opening forYoung 
Men” was the subject of a lecture by William 
Potts, Secretary of the National Civil Service 
Reform League, last evening at the Twenty- 
third-street branch of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. If any of the 500 young men 
in the audience contemplated going into the 
civil service, the lecturer said, the advice he 
would give would be the same as that given by 
a father to his son who proposed to get married, 
and which was, ‘‘Don’t.” Under present con- 


ditions the opportunity for advancement was 
not encouraging and the chance for any great 
progress upon grounds of fitness was very 
slight. The service had not been 60 
organized yetas to be homogenous and to es- 
tablish a system of promotion leading up from 
one office to another. Comparing, and without 
exception as between individual instances, pub- 
lic and private employment as they are open to 
young men entering upon life, it might safely 
be said that the former furnishes more demoral- 
izing opportunities and less development of tke 
mind. Supposing that the work of a public 
office was not mixed up with intrigues and ca- 
bals it was the same every day, and the almost 
inevitable tendency was toward sloth. There 
be abe bad meral atmosphere in many public 
offices. 

Speaking of the progress of civil service re- 
form Mr. Potts calculated that there were up- 
ward of 2,000,000 citizens, or more than one- 
fifth of the voting population of the United 
States, who are more or less personally inter- 
ested directly or indirectly in the distribution 
of tiie offices of the General Government. What 
chance, he asked, had a moral or economic ar- 
gumentin comparison with this argumentum ad 
hominum. He thought it safe to say that upon 
such a basis as this civilization could not be 
maintainea. Their civilization must fail or 
they must change their methods of administer- 
ing the Government. No people couid perma- 
nently Ghdure the strain of a constant struggie 
against a vast army fighting fer the privilege of 
preying upon it. he end must come sooner or 
later, as sure as fate. It would lead, unless 
remedied, to chaos or revolution,

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A GOUD OUNTKESL FOR. THE 
ILLUSION STAKES. 

MR. HAGGIN’S FILLY WINS AFTER LOSING 
A HEAT TO BANNER BEARER—FAIR 
SPORT AT JEROME. 

The programme announced by the Amer- 
ican Jockey Club for yesterday did not promise 
very much in the way of sport, and, together 
with the threatening weather, it was hardly to 
be axpested that the attendance would be 
large. It certainly was not up to the average, 
but when the drawbacks were taken into con- 
sideration the gathering was surprisingly good. 
As for the sport itself, it turned out far better 
than was expected. -The fields were not large 
in any race, but still the events were pro- 
ductive of some exciting finishes. The petting 
talent fared pretty well on the whole, except- 
ing that part of it which is ever on the alert 
for the uncorking of “ bottled-up” good things. 
They fared badly, Esquimau and Brynwood 
in their respective races both failing to ma- 
terialize at a time when it was fondly expected 
that they would. 

The race of the day, and one which awakened 
any amount of enthusiasm, was the Illusion 
Stakes, at heats of a mile and an eighth. There 
were but two starters, Mr. Haggin’s fleet filly 
Yum Yum and Lamasney Brothers’ Banner 
Bearer. It was expected to produce a good 


struggle and it did. There was seme trouble re- 
garding it at the eutset. Yum Yum’s weight on 
the programme was placed at 106 pouuds, but 
after the betting had all been done and the 
horses were at the starting post it was discov- 
ered in the Secretary’s office that an error had 
been made, and that by winning the Chappaqua 
ge on the second day of the meeting the 
filly h incurred a tive-pound penalty. It 
had evidently been discovered y some 
one else beforehand though, as a well-posted 
delegation went through the betting ring 
ust before the start and backed 

anner Bearer for all the money the book- 
makers wanted to take. Luckily it was not too 
late to correct the mistake, and there is no 
doubt but that a lot of trouble was avoided that 


-would have occurred had the race proceeded 


otherwise. Startér Caldwell was in his box but 
@ message sent to him prevented a start and 
Winchell was instructed to procure weight suf- 
ficient to qualify at 111 pounds. All bets made 
up to the time were promptly and properly de- 
clared void, and 20 minutes allowed for the 
making of new books. Previous to this Banner 
Bearer had been a very slight favorite, but in 
the new betting he was pronouncedly so, and 
went to the post at 7 to 10, while6to5 was 
easily obtainable against Yum Yum. The first 
heat needs little description. It was evidently 
the idea of Williams on Banner Bearer to kill 
the filly in the first heat if possible, and he 
made allthe running. Going round to and past 
the clubhouse bluff he was two lengths in front, 
but on the big turn Yum Yum went up to him 
and in the stretch romped home an easy winner 
of the heat. Tue filly naturally became a favor- 
ite after this, and Banner Bearer’s backers 
were willing to accept almost any odds in order 
to hedge out their bets. Butin the second heat 
Matters were reversed. Williams again sent 
Banner Bearer out and made the pace as hot as 
he could. He showed the way to the last turn 
by three lengths, when Yum Yum closed on 
him. Butin the stretch she seemed to falter 
and swerved badly, allowing Banner Bearer to 
comein an easy winner of the second heat. 
Yum Yum had met with an accident, though, 
thatin the light of subsequent pci esc 
probably lost her the heat. Just when Winchell 
made his effort with her the filly’s head stall 
slipped, and Winchell, thus handicapped, could 
do nothing. 

But even with this explanation for her defeat 
it was theught that Yum Ynm’s chances for the 
race were now of little valne.

ered too much of a task, and Banner Bearer 
was favorite at 1 to 6 for the deciding heat with 
5 tol-against Yum Yum. Therun off proved 
that in Yum Yum Mr. Haggin has another grand 
filly. not only possessed of great speed but stamina 
and undoubted gameness as wéll. Williams wgain 
essayed to get away from her with Banner Bear- 
er right at the start, but this time it did not suc- 
ceed and the filly kept at his side, Past the club- 
house and around the big turn the pair ran, 
locked; but as they turned into the home- 
stretch the filly forged ahead. Then the ap- 
plause began, and whena furlong from home 
Williams gave up the effort to overtake her the 
entire crowd yelled itself hoarse in admiration 
and appreciation of the good _ performance Yum 
Yum bad shown. . 

Little Mineh and Sam Harper, Jr., were 
scratched from the first race, and favoritism 
was about evenly divided between Salisbury and 
Fordham, Britannic being relegated.to third 
choice, doubtless by reason of his having devel- 
eped a return of his old bleeding trouble on his 
last appearance. There was a tip on Cracksman 
for the place, but itdid not attract much money. 
The race was the easiest sort of a victory for 
Fordham, although Williams kept his backers 
on edge alli down the stretch by the way in 
which hs looked around him, with Fred B. com- 
ing strong all the time, and Salisbury also close 
up. The start was a beautiful one, and the horses 
had gone a hundred yards before there was a 
break in theline. Then Fordham went outand led 
round the bluff, with Cracksman only a head be- 
hind, Fred B. and Britannic close up. Coming 
into sight again Cracksman and Britannic had 
poth fallen back, andit transpired at the end 
that the latter had bled just alittle, probably 
enough to stop him. This left Salisbury and 
Fred B. in second and third positions, but Ford- 
ham had a clear length lead making the turn, 
and in the home stretch he had matters all his 
own way, winning, pulled up, by three lengths, 
The fight for the place was a good one. Hamilton 
foolishly took Fred B. into the rail where the 
going was heavier and, though all down the 
stretch he led Salisbury, the bad going told and 
Taylor managed to land salisbury seeond by a 
head in the last stride. Cracksman pulled up 
quite lame. 

My Own and Mirabeau alternated in the posi- 
tion of favorite for the selling sweepstakes, as 
Gelden Reel’s running three days before had, 
in the opinion of the talent, left her out of the 
calculations. But the talent came near getting 
a@ twister on the race that would have called 
ferth some expressions relative to the Excelsior 
Stable far from complimentary. On Tuesday, 
in the Firenzi Stakes, Golden Reel could not or 
did notrun at all. Yesterday she went out to 
make the pace against My Own and Mirabeau, 
held the lead for a mile, and in a hard-fought 
finish was not beaten until the last few strides, 
My Own ran second a length behind Gelden 
Reel until turning iato the stretch, when 
Taylor sent Mirabeau past her. The three 
swung wide, and My Own, taking the _ inside, 
got to even terms with the others. Then all 
the jockeys began riding, and for nearly a fur- 
long the race was pretty even. Opposite the 
betting stand, however, My Owa forged out, 
and finally won by half a length, Gelden Reel, 
who had stopped 50 yards from the finish, two 
lengths behind Mirabeau. Taylor complained 
to the judges that Palmer nad carried Mirabeau 
out on the last turn, but the judges took no 
notice of the claim; in fact, as Golden Reel was 
third, aetion woulda have had no effect. 

In the mile and a quarter handicap a careful- 
ly-prepared good thing went wrong, and partly 
through an accident. On Wednesday Esquimau 
started in a race, but had Griffith up, was at 
leng odds in the betting, and cut a poor figure 
in the contest. Yesterday he ran in the third 
race, and Hamilton was up. Bella B. was fa- 
vorite, but the talent were. all afraid of Esqui- 
mau, and the money went on him in such lumps 
that he at times pressed Bella B. rather closely.

END OF HAVANA CIGARMAKERS’ STRIKE. 

Advices have been received from Havana by 
M. E. Flaherty, agent for Cabanas & Carvajal, and 
by Antonio Gonzales of 150 Pearl-street that the 
cigarmakers’ strike of 2,000 hands in that city is 
over, and that the men are returning to work. 
Mr. Flaherty said that the strike seriously inter- 
fered with the trade in imported cigars in this coun- 
bf Havana sends to the United States between 
68,000,000 and 60,000,000 cigars annually. The 
season for the new tobacco crop was ae 
and the importers here delayed buying old stock be- 
cause American smokers prefer the new, light-col- 
ored leaf. The result was that there was 2 loss of 
10,000,000 cigars to the importing tradein the 
United States, and the loss to the trade in Havana 
amounted to fully $750.0090. 

Leopold Carvajal Marquez Pina, the head of the 
Cabanas & Carvajal firm anda ex-President of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, was in Europe and 
was urged to return, as he was very popular among 
the workmen. He arrived in Havana a few days 
ago and had a conference with the men. The result 
was the announcement of the end of the strike. 





COMMISSIONER NEWTON’S REPORT. 

Gen. Johan Newton, Commissioner of Public 
Works, made a report to the Mayor yesterday, 
showing thatin the quarter ending Sept. 30 he ex- 
pended $824,658 30 on the appropriation account, 
and $636,441 39 received fromthe sale of bonds 
and on special account. He made contracts to cost 
$359,537 59, and completed contracts costing 


$770,400 31. Prior to September’s copious rain- 
fallhe had been compelled to draw 1,775,000,000 
allons of water from the storage reservoir. He 
ad laid 23,065 feet of water mains in new streets, 
and had carried new water pipes to slackwell’s 
and North Brother Islands. 

In the new streets up town 85,000 square yards 
of pavement were laid, and in old streets 167,000 
square yards were relaid by the repair force of the 
department, and 87,400 under contract. Three 
miles of new sewers having been built, the sewer- 
age system of Manhattan Island is now 427%, miles 
in length. he revenue of the department from the 
water service was $1.033,777 62, and from miscel- 
laneous sources $42,996 538.

Edward O’Hara, a truck driver, yesterday 
eclected a crowd in West Thirtieth-street by 
shouting from his truck that ‘“‘Mayor Hewitt wasa 
crank and no gentleman.” <A crowd laughed and 
jeered at him.

ANOINTING THE SIOK. 


THE SCRIPTURAL INJUNCTION OBEYED 
BY THE CHRISTIAN ALLIANCE, 

The Scriptural injunction tv heal the sick 
by anointing with oil was yesterday complied 
with by the leaders of the Christian Alliance or 
believers in Divine healing, now holding a con- 
vention inthis city. The ceremony was per- 
formed at Standard Hall, 1,476 Broadway, 
which was well filled. The assemblage included 
not only those who sought the healing of their 
own stffering bodies, but anxious relatives and 
friends who accompanied them and hoped to 
see a manifestation of the Divine power in them. 
The gathering was remarkable for the absence 
of all outward demonstration. All present 
seemed to be actuated by a spirit of reverence, 


and, if they were not all believers. there were 
none who displayed any desire to treat the pro- 
ceedings with anything approaching levity. 

A single row of benches, eupying a space 
directly in front of the platform, stretched from 
one end of the hall to the other, with cushions 
for candidates to kneel upon. On and around 
the platform were seated a number of ministers 
and co-workers belonging to the Alnance, in- 
cluding the Rev, A. B. Simpson, the leader ot 
the movement; the Rev. Dr. John E. Cookman, 
the Rev. a McBride, the Rev. Joun & 
Haugh, the Rev. Charles W. Ryder, the Rev. Dr. 
Peck. the Rev. E. W. Oakes, the Rev. Or, Aston, 
the Rey. A. E. Funk, Miss Carrie E. Judd, aud 
Miss Mattie Gordon. The Rev. Mr. Simpson said 
that he wished that all who had come merely 
out of curiosity and devoid of faith in.the ordi- 
nance about to be celebrated would withdraw. 
This did not apply to those whe came as attend- 
ants to friends who were sick and were there to 
receive the anointing. He then requested all 
who had faith in Christ the Healer to stand un, 
and the whole assembly, with a very few excep- 
tions, did so. 

After a prayer by the Rey. Charles W. Ryder 
of Providence, and during the singiag of the 
hymn “The great Physician now is here,” can- 
didates for the anointing went forwara and 
knelt down at the benches in front of the plat- 
form, and bowed their heads in silent prayer 
while the Rev. Mr. Simpson and the assisting 
tmainisters, each with agmali vial of oil in nis 
hand, poured a drop upon thi bead of each can- 
didate, at the same time refeating a prayer and 
invoking the Trinity. The recipients were, also 
prayed with singly by the ministers and others 
ofthe faith. Three times were the benches 
emptied and refilled, making about 125 people 
who received the anointing. 

Women of mature years predominated ameng 
the candidates, though there were also several 
men “= three or four children. Compara- 
tively w showed any outward sign of iill- 
ness or disease. One little girl of about eight 
Summers, with warm golden hair and a won- 
derfwlly sweet face whieh showed unmistaka- 
ble traces of suffering, was carried up and 
Placed before the anointing, ministers by her 
weeping mother. After ali had received the 
rite prayers were offered for their guidance 
and comfort and they were dismissed with 
the benediction.
